Sin,—Very great changes for the better are now rapidly taking place 
jn Australia, Owing to the reeent check in emigration to the colonies, 
provisions, rents, &c., have been considerably reduced, and if the emigra- 
tion be only now increased gradually at the ratio of the increase in the colo- 
mial agricultural industry, 80 as to keep the price of the necessaries of life 
at a reasonable point, there will be no danger of any serious reaction again, 
The diggings are now almost covered with a great variety of appliances 
for the washing and the extraction of gold, ‘There are, however, great 
complaints made of the imperfections of the gold crushing and extracting 
machinery, and every encouragement is offered both by the Legislative 
Council and the diggers to those who may establish themselves in the co- 
lony of Victoria to supply the gold fields with suitable machinery, &e. 
The individual gettin,:s at the diggings amongst the gold quartz crushers 
are by no means encouraging to hard-working parties, and much less 
to public companies; nevertheless, many of the systematic companies of 
diggers are doing exceedingly well in washing the auriferous debris, 
Were a public company to establish a place in Melbourne to manufacture 
machinery, &c., for the diggers, in connection with buying and melting 
gold and other metallic products, assaying, &c., it would do well; and such 
aconcern, being at presentee-much wanted, would be well supported, 
and, doubtless, prove very, erative to the shareholders, if properly 
and fi aithfully carried outs” Some of the gold companies, before they finally 
‘wind-up their affairs in the colony, should take the above into their con- 
sideration, and take advantage of such a state of things.

GOLD MINING IN AUSTRALIA. 

Sm,—By the Marco Polo, I have received most interesting information 
from Melbourne, dated March 20, from sources on which I can rely. It 
weems that the elements of unbounded success are in the colony, as the 
Jast week's escort brought in no less than 74,000 ozs., the produce of six 
days’ labour. Why cannot the gold companies get any? because not one 
appears ever to have made any active efforts to succeed. Their money 
and time have been alike wasted in fruitless negociations with the Govern- 
ment, or local courts, to obtain a monopoly of large pieces of ground, which, 
af obtained, they could hardly have retained against the strong arm of the 
main body of the diggers. 

It is an actual fact, and wholly unaccountable, that whilst the Port 
Phillip Company was under Mr. Biand’s management, at the Ovens—or, 
rather, under the management of his assistant, for Mr. Bland himself in 
general lives in a very nice house, belonging, it is said, to the shareholders, 
276 miles away from the spot—he could not make anything; and yet, 
strange to say, Mr. Johnson commenced operations with much inferior 
machinery, not many hundred yards from the same spot, on the same vein 
of water, and has in an incredibly short space of time made 50,000/., and 
has just retired, having made a present of his claim, not yet worked out, 
to his own men. 

I should like the Port Phillip sharcholders to peruse two documents, 

which are—1. Despatch to their managing director in London, from Mr. 
George Stephens, dated March 17, per (George Marshall; 2. Letter writ- 
ten by the same gentleman, of the same date, and per the same ship, to 
Capt. Vetch, R.E., Admiralty.

STEAM GENERATION IN BOILERS. 

Sim, —Having concluded some experiments involving the nature of steam 
generation in boilers, and being before in possession of some observations 
relating to the same little-known rationale, I will trouble you to publish 
them for the observance of anti-boiler explosion inventors, and for behoof 
of all wiseacres in this opprobrium doctorum of the arts and manufactures, 

Imprimis, 1 have had a portable gas bottle sometime in use as a steam 
boiler, 4 ft. 6 in. long, and 12} in. diameter. The original thickness of 
sheet-iron, 1-9th of an inch, and proved for portable gas to 32 atmospheres, 
as stated by the badge upon it. Present thickness of part exposed to the 
fire for tive years, 1-20th of an inch. 

A little time ago this boiler was worked quite empty and dry, and having 
a powerful well furnace under it, with bar surface equal to 2} square feet, 
it was red hot upon about one-third of its lower surface—that is, 45 square 
feet. In this state the hot contents of a feeding globe, containing 4 gal- 
lons of water, was let slowly into it, which produced a roaring sound, but 
never steam enough to raise the safety-valve and bar, from which the 
weight had been taken, leaving the resistance equivalent to 10 Ibs. per 
square inch. As the steam again rose, the wrial matters were collected, 
but presented on examination no hydrogen, but only atmospheric air, 

The boiler was again—that is, on another subsequent occasion—very 
nearly emptied of water by evaporation and left to cool, and the safety- 
valve removed, to allow air to enter freely. Thenext day the safety-valve 
was replaced, and 1 cubic foot of impure hydrogen passed into the boiler 
and all made tight, the valve loaded to 30 lbs. per inch, and on the mix- 
ture being exploded by a particular contrivance the boiler was neither 
burst nor strained, a little puff came through the valve, and the rest worked 
a 4-in. steam-engine 424 strokes. 

About nine months ago, J had an experiment on hand which required 
the steam to be kept up at 50 lbs. per inch for 36 hours consecutively, 
with so little use of steam as that, with the boiler full of water to within 
2 in. of the top at commencement, it had only wasted to 6 in, from 104 in, 
deep. At the conclusion of the experiment, I set the engine on to fill the 
boiler, and singular to say that, although the steam had only just frittered 
at the valve all day, the first stroke of the pump produced a roaring sound, 
with a more vigorous action of the engine, and with the second and fol- 
lowing strokes strong and convulsive puffs of steam from the safety-valve, 
and from two joints on the top of the boiler, which I firmly believe would 
have burst had i not opened a % in. steam way, which puffed spasmodi- 
cally, like the escape or eduction pipe of an ordinary high-pressure engine, 
with a defective slide valve. 

This peculiar fact led me to think upon the subject, and, if possible, 
eliminate theoretically the cause, but not succeeding to my satisfaction I 
made an experiment on purpose to prove whether the obviously apparent 
cause was the real cause—that is, had the residue of water in the boiler at- 
tained a higher boiling point than 280° Fah., the equivalent of 50 lbs, per 
square inch? 

Requiring more steam generally than one of these gas bottles would pro- 
duce, I set two others side by side with the first, the furnace being under 
the end of the last new one, which for the sake of clearness I shall desig- 
nate C, the first, or old one, A, and the middle one B. A 2-in. steam pipe 
collected the steam from each, and threw it into a common pipe, 1 inch dia- 
meter. The feed water entered A, whose overflow passed into B, and of 
this into C. The furnace heated one end of C, the flue heat passing by 
deflection under B, then under A, and thence into the chimney. I next 
inserted a thermometer into cach boiler, through a stuffing box, dipping 
low down into the water, and the first time I operated with the arrange- 
ment was on the occasion of another long operation of 26 hours. 

The furnace-heated boiler (i. ¢. C) had its steam up in 1 hour (¢. ¢., at 
boiling) ; the second, B, in 1 hour 40 minutes; the third, A, in 24 hours, 
the thermometric indication being at the end of 2° 20’ the same in all 
(i. ¢., 2129). After 6 hours’ working I examined the thermometers, when 
that of A stood at 280°5° Fah., that of B at 284° Fah., and that of C at 
290° Fah. Upon sliding each thermometer upwards, so as to raise the 
bulbs out of the aqueous into the vaporiform medium, that of A fell to 
280°, that of B to 280°, and that of C to 280° also. Having slidden the 
thermometers down again, I returned to my occupation, the boilers going 
on with feed, and discharging steam at 50 lbs. per inch elasticity. 

At the end of 12 hours I examined them again, when the thermometer 
of A was at 282°, that of Bat 290°, and that of C at 300°. Upon changing 
the locus of the thermometer as before, they all fell to 280° Fah., as be- 
fore. At this stage of the experiment there was no necessity for further 
progression, the rationale of many steam-boiler explosions being thus fully 

developed, and the method of avoidance as fully indicated; but my chemical 
business not being finished, I restored the thermometcrs, and went to work. 
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standing at 285°, B at 298°, and C at 312°, which regained their normal 
indications, by being slidden out of the water, At the end of my process 
(i. ¢,, 284 hours from the first commencement with the boilersfand 26

| hours of steam generation at full working pressure) the thermometer of 
}A stood at 290°, that of B at 310°, and that of C at 326° Fah., all of them 
| falling to 280° on being withdrawn from the water into the steam medium. 


Here, then, are conclusive data, suggesting certain rules to be rigor- 
ously adopted by all steam manufacturers who would avoid the casualty 
of mysterious explosions ;— 

1. Never feed one or more boilers with surplus water that has been boiled 
a long time in another boiler of the series, but feed each boiler separately, 

2, When boilers working singly, and fed singly, are accustomed to be 
worked (at high pressure especially) for a great many consecutive hours, or 
night and day, for a week or weeks, let them be as often as convenient, or 
once a week at least, blown completely empty of water, and filled with 
fresh, ere resuming work, 

3. In the winter season always prefer for boiler feed water that drawn 
from a well or running stream, and on no occasion suffer thaw water to be 
used for feed water.—June 25. Wa. Ranvtey, Ch. E. 


RATING MINES TO TITLE POOR. 
Srn,—Notwithstanding the efforts which are being mado by mine ad- 
venturers generally to prevent the passing of the Rating of Mines Bill, I 
am bound to admit that at present it appears very doubtful whether any 
considerable benefit will result from their labours; yet, as we must still 
hope for ultimate success, I would urge increased efforts on the part of those 


interested, rather than their allowing the slightest feeling of despair to 
check them in their endeavour to accomplish the task they have so nobly 
undertaken. 

It appears that 40 years since the lords invariably paid the rates, and 
continued to do so until within the last 17 years, when the adventurers 
commenced to pay, taking the mincs at a reduced royalty, in order that 
they might not be losers. This being the fact, the provisions of the bill 
are by some considered not so unjust as at first sight they seemed to be; 
for, although any further taxation would tend greatly to discourage the 
adventurers in comparatively worthless mines, it is doubtful whether by 
securing an equitable division of the burden, instead of permitting it to be 
borne by the few mines which are unfortunate enough to be taxed at pre- 
sent, it would not be less oppressive on all. In the majority of instances the 
working miner is a rate-payer at present, consequently he would, un- 
doubtedly, be benefited by the bill, as from the fact that the ratable pro- 
perty in each parish would be considerably increased, the rate necessary 
per cent. would be proportionably diminished. Itis, however, agreed by 
those most in favour of the bill that the passing of it is calculated to cause 
violent agitation throughout the mining districts, and might permanently 
affect the spirit of mining enterprise, which assertion alone should be sut- 
cient evidence against further steps to carry the measure. 

With regard to adventurers resident in Cornwall, the difference in the 
amount of rates for which they would be called upon would, in most in- 
stances, be insignificant, as by paying on the produce of the mine they 
would, of course, reduce them on all other portions of their ratable pro- 
perty ; but, itis the out-adventurers on whom the weight will fall, as, for 
the most part, the mines worked by them are such as require the largest 
amount of circumspection and economy, even under present circumstances, 
tomake themremunerative. Yet the number of miners employed in these 
unprofitable mines is quite as large as those engaged in others; and it be- 
comes a matter for serious consideration whether the smallest amount of 
discouragement would not prevent the working of such mines altogether ; 
and thus, instead of causing those who consider that they now bear more 
than their share of the local taxes to be benetited, would, by withdrawing 
the employment, and consequently the means of self-support, from a large 
number of working miners, make the pressure even greater than now.

THE ECONOMY OF MINING—A “ PRACTICAL MINER.” 
Srn,--It is possible that parties wholly destitute of mining knowledge may fancy 
that the ability to well work the “ pick and gad,” of itself constitutes the practical 
miner, in the highest sense of the term; but, I beg to assure Mr. Hopkins, that 
miners themeelves, who were early taught so to do, co not for a single moment en- 
tertain such an idea, well knowing that of necessity it embracep a great deal more ; 
still many of them flatter themseives that it is highly possible to become thoroughly 
practical without first visiting and examining for themselves all the mineral veins 
and formations in which they oceur over the entire globe. Had Tubal Cain insinu- 
ated in his day that he was capable of forming an estimate of the probable value of 
mineral property over the entire world, and exploring the same, with as much pro- 
priety as future generations, people living in our times might smile at bis self-con- 
ceit; but miners now-a-day do not consider themselves as fairly and courteously 
treated when put down as ignorant of their business, simply becanse they have not 
been celebrated as travelling reporters, and because a few of Aunt Betty’s blockhead 
sons have filled their mines with cross-cuts. 

If being bred in enlightened mining districts, and from childhood guided and in- 
structed by old, intelligent miners, many of whom have themselves wrought in foreign 
fields, and attentiv«ly noticed phenomena peculiar thereto, and early descending and 
working in the bowels of the earth, carefully making their own observations, and also 
at surface in shode-pits, &e.,—if such a course of training, combined with a : tudy of 
the best anthors on mining and the cognate sciences, of themselves cannot eqnip the 
student at a given age with confidence to take upon himself, if necessary, to explore 
India, or any other portion of the world, I should feel pleased to know what advan- 
tages in addition, and what course of training those underwent who have made the 
most important discoveries, and most economically developed mines in new fields, 

If Mr. Hopkins’s friends require two dozen miners capable of exploring any por- 
tion of India, they may be picked from the ranks of working miners, if they would 
take the trouble of visiting Cornwall for that purpose, passing by a vast number of 
qualified mining agents; but if they require two miners, who must also thoroughly 
understand the higher branches of mathematics, chemistry, mechanics, surveying, 
drawing, &c., they may very possibly eat their next Christmas dinner before bar. 
gaining with two such rare characters. 

I am fully persuaded that mining has been materially assisted and benefited by sci- 
entific men, and, for my own part, feel deeply indebted to them; but I am confident 
they owe the miner a debt of gratitude equally great. Iam also of opinion that at 
this hour of the day it would be absurd toi te, that b an individual has 
not earned his bread working with the pick, gad, &c., he, therefore, cannot be a prac- 
tical miner; but it appears absolutely necessary that he should spend from time to 
time years in examining mines, both underground and at suriace, and be a person of 
unusual sagacity, and take delight in the work, —to overcome the single itemof know- 
ing the price of all descriptions of tribute and tutwork is certainly a considerable diffi- 
culty to one who has never wrought with his own hands. 

Notwithstanding Mr. Hopkins’s sweeping and uncourteous remarks on miners and 
mine agents, in his letter of the 10th inst., 1 feel bound to add that I have read many 
of his communictions with interest, and I regard him as a great mining authority,

After the expiration of my term the company, la 
sorry tosay, have, unwisely, and with a false notion of economy, bad no mediealofi 
on their works; and what has been the result? The last report I bad was, thatthe 
of the staff had died, the rest had deserted, and were in the hospital at Colon, and thee 
manager was expected shortly to leave the country in consequence of jl! bealih,¢ 
course, attributed to the bad effect of the climate; but I still maintain what I ong 
nally stated in my medical report, that the climate is not so bad as is represented} 
and particular constitutions, with proper sanitary management, will enjoy as gx 
health in Veraguas as in any other tropical country.

to embrace every mine in Cornwall and England. But he contended the 
true principle was, that mine adventurers should not be taxed at all. He 
knew that practically the adventurer would ultimately have to pay, charge 
it upon whom you will, and whether it be a large or anall tax; but such was 
mining property, that it cannot bear any additional tax. It was attended 
with more than ordinary risk, and ought to be conddered of such an ex- 
ceptional character as to be entirely exempt from taxation. It was so 
looked upon on the Continent, in France, Belgium, aod Spain; and if they 
went back to the case which came before Lord Maasfield, it was decided 
that a mine was not ratable because attended wita great risk and loss. 
This was followed up by another Judge, who sai that it might fairly 
be inferred that the Legislature did expressly exempt metallic mineral: ; 
and Lord Mansfield caused enquiries to be made in the Duchy of Cornwall, 
when it was reported by a serjeant-at-law, that looking at its nature and 
casualties it might be inferred that the Legislature might fairly be pre- 
sumed to have exempted mines. Mr. Stokes then proceeded to make some 
observations on the attempt to classa mine in the same category asa farm, 
and concluded by expressing a wish that the bill, which was of such a 
prejudicial character, would receive the defeat it so justly deserved. 

_ Mr. Hvuszersty, of Derbyshire, said that had the bill been confined in 
its operations to Devon and Cornwall it would not have excited atten- 
tion in other parts, but as its provisions were to be extended to the whole 
mining population of England, it was looked upon with great alarm by 
the miners of Derbyshire, who, for the most part, were free from, and 
had been exempt from such an impost. In his opinion, the bill was not 
only an attempt to commit an act of injustice, but he looked upon it as 
an infraction of the statute of Elizabeth, which defined what rating should 
be. He considered that property had its rights, and ought to have its 
duties, If any property should be exempted, it should be that of metallic 
mines. In Derbyshire they were in a different positiun to Cornwall, and 
were governed by peculiar laws and customs. The law is, that every one 
has the right to enter on the soil, and to dig and delve without any con- 
sideration, but was bound to pay a certain proportion of the ore which was 
found, at 1-13th, both by law and custom; the miner rendering it fit for 
market Inthe case of Rolls v. Jell, the lord is rated to the poor, and in 
their district willingly pays the rate, because he receives his proportion 
without any deductions or risk, He recognises the right to pay the rates, 
and does so. He would, therefore, ask them, as the representatives of 
Devon and Cornwall, to aid them to throw out the bill, because if it had 
not been for the Members of those counties they would never have heard 
of it at all. 

Mr, Bravsry suggested that they should all adopt the Cornish motto 
of “ One and all.” 

The motion was put from the chair, and carried unanimously, 

The CuareMan, in reference to Mr. Harrison's remarks, conceived there 
was a degree of fairness in taxing the lord. 

Mr. J. H. Muncuison said, that after the unanimous feeling displayed 
by the meeting with regard to the first resolution, it would only be neces- 
rant A for him to proceed to read the terms of the petition he held in his hand, 
Ry ich, with the resolutions, will be found in our advertising columns]. 

aving read the petition he begged to move its adoption, and that Mr. 
Masterman, M.P., be requested to present the same, and the other Mem- 
bers for the City be solicited to support the prayer in the House of Com- 
mons, They had been told by some of those who support the present 
measure that if the bill passed it would not be felt by the mining com- 
munity, It was all very well to make a remark of that kind to induce 
others to accede to the measure; but at the meeting held at Truro the 
gentleman who drew the bill for the imposition of this rate stated that 
the subject was of great importance and magnitude, and seriously affected 
the interests of the county of Cornwall. This gentleman must have been 
well acquainted with the views and opinions of the promoters of the bill, 
and, therefore, it is clear that they were aware of the serious effect it 
would have on the mining interest, For his own part, he thought that 
every mining adventure, which undoubtedly required considerable time 
and a large outlay during its progress, should receive every encouragement. 
But if an additional tax were imposed upon it, there could be no doubt it 
would discourage this description of property asaninvestment. Every one 
knew that shareholders now frequently complained that dues were oppres- 
sive, and if to these an additional tax is added, it would unquestionably 
tend to discourage enterprise. They were told that a mine brought into 
a district a large extra population, but he contended that it should not be 
taxed for employing the industrial classes. Again, it was said that when 
a mine was abandoned, it left a large number of poor on the parish; but 
we cannot legislate for exceptional cases as these are, while it must also 
be borne in mind that if the mine were abandoned, the adventurers pro- 
bably lost a large sum in the expenditure, which must have benefited the 
district. He held in his hand a statement which showed the aggregate 
amount of copper ore sold by mines which had not paid any dividend 
during the year. From this he found that those mines, in 1855, sold ore to 
the amount of 360,000/., and taking the amount of dues at 1-15th, it would 
give the sum of 24,000/, as the royalty on that amount; and, therefore, the 
tax on the adventugers ought not to be increased. With regard to the 
effect of mines on the districts in which they were situate, he would take as 
an example the parish of Gwinear, which had lately become a most impor- 
tant mining district. Here he found that in 1848 the rate during the year 
amounted to 2s. 8d. in the 1/., whilst in 1855, notwithstanding the dearness 
of provisions, the average rate was only 2s, in the L/. ; consequently, so far 
from mining being injurious to the parish, it has quite the contrary effect. 
In Redruth, in 1851, the rates were 2s. 3d. in the 1/7; and in 1855, despite 
the general dearness of provisions, they were only 2s. 6d.in the 1/, After 
the detailed manner in which the gentlemen who had preceded him had 
entered into the question, he was quite sure that it would not be necessary 
for him to enter at any length into it, and he would, therefore, content him- 
self by proposing the adoption of the petition. 

Mr. Hancock (firm of Hancock and Sharp) had much pleasure in se- 
conding the resolution, and in doing so, stated that he was interested in a 
company in which for the last six years the shareholders had raised 15,000/, 
in calls, and had received for ore 12,000/., which made a capital of 27,000/., 
and they were not yet in a dividend-paying state. Out of this sum the 
lord received for dues 1000/.; labour had cost 15,000/., and merchant’s 
bills, and other charges, to the amount of 9000/., and had thus expended 
25,0007, Notwithstanding this, who attempted to tax them?—Why, the 
very men who had received such immense advantages from them. ‘They 
were told by Mr. Darke that the agriculturist received no benefit from the 
mines.—Don’t they? What, he would ask, had become of the 15,000/. they 
had expended in labour? ‘(he miller and others in the district could tell. 

Mr. Harrison suggested, before the motion was put tothe meeting, 
that a clause should be introduced into the petition relative to the doctor 
and club fund, with a view of showing that the miners supplied by this 
means the wants of the poor employed by them ; stating, at the same time, 
that should the rate be imposed on the adventurers, they would be under 
the necessity of withholding this boon to the working miner, who would 
then, in the event of sickness or accident, be thrown on the Union. 

The Cuatnman preferred the petition as it was, and thought it met the 
requirements of the case. In his evidence before the Committee, on the 
previous day, he had fully entered into the point. 

The motion was then put to the meeting, and carried unanimously, 

On the motion of Mr. Harrison, the following gentlemen were elected 
a committee to watch the proceedings in the House of Commons and in 
the Select Committee, and to adept the necessary steps to defeat the bill : 
—Messrs. J. Taylor, jun., Richard Taylor, Thomas Field, J. H. Murchi- 
son, J. Y. Watson, Charles Hancock, Edward Crease, Henry Crease, R.

Mr. H. Peer said it was an admitted fact that, though the Committee

Mr. Tuomas Frexp had much pleasure in seconding the resolution, in- 
asmuch as nothing could be done without the sinews of war.

In 1850 he was examined before the Commnitiee of 
the House of Lords. The origin of rating turned upon the statute of Elizabeth, 
which rendered every occupier of land, houses, and coal mines liable to be rated. This 
statute of Elizabeth was passed in 1601. The first decision on the rating of other 
mines than co:1 mines was in 1762, which proceeded with the assumption that as coal 
mines were especially meationed, all others were to be exempt. 4 be ground upon 
which Lord Mansfield’s decision was founded was, that as coal mines had been mon- 
tioned, and bearing in mind the risk of other mining adventures, it showed shat the 
Legislature did take the subject into consideration, But this was not a partc! the 
legal decision. In 1774 the case was again brought before the courts, when it was de~ 
cided, in Roll’s v. Fell, that the lessor was ratabie, for the reason that he became the 
occupier of that portion of the ore which he had reserved, This was followed up im 
1789 by the caseof the tin bounder. Amoug the old customs which prevailed in Corn- 
wall was one which gave to the miner a right to seek for tin: if a lord would not, or 
could not, work his own land for tin, any other person should have the right to doso, 
by paying a certain portion to the lord. ‘To sustain this right, the party \urned up 
bounds or sods, and proclaimed his intention to seek for tin within the limits of the 
space specified. This custom was not confined to the Duchy lands, but obtained 
throughout the county. And so long as the bounder continued to work the four 
corners he maintained his right. By degrees the bounders leased their right to other 
parties ; and in the case of St. Ann, it was decided that the lessor of the boundary w as 
liable to be rated, as he occupied a certain portion of the soil. Therefore, from 1789 
it became the practice to rate the lord for that portion of the ore which he reser ved. 
The next case was the King v. Rochester, in 1810, the court held that because no part 
was taken except for rent, that could not be ratable. This decision was followed in 
1832 by the case of the King v. Tremayne. It had then become the practice to recetve 
so much per ton in money, and a rate made upon the Jord in respect to that was suce 
cessfully opposed by Mr. Tremayne. So much per ton Was paid, but exception was 
elaimed in consequence of the uncertainty in the amount. The difference was, that 
instead of taking the rent ina portion of the ore raised, it was taken inmoney. | F rom 
1836 to the present time the court had been bound by previous Gecisions. If w e were 
called upon for the first time to enquire as to whether mines were contemplated by 
the statutes, he believed the occupiers would be rated. He thought that the decision 
in the first place, was a violent one, and that the Legislature never did mean to ex- 
empt other than coal mines. He believed that the decision on the chattel was arrived 
at solely to get at the occupier ; and if the Legislature wished to get rid of the ane 
nomalies that existed, they should go back to the origin of the rate, and set aside those 
violent decisions, and not leave it entirely at the option of the lord to say W hether a 
rate should be made or not. As to the mode of rating, he shoul .say all mines should 
contribute, and a large portion of the county were of that opinion. P 
By the Cuarmman—He did not think that money payments, by W hich 
poor-rates were evaded, tended in any way to increase speculation in Cornwall. His 
experience showed that at present there was not one mine in ten reserved ducs in 
kind since the decision of the King v. Tremayne. In Gwennap there was not a 
single mine that paid rates, whilst in logan every mine paid them. These were two 
important districts, and illustrated the practice of drawing leases for money rent, and 
rent inkind. In Illogan, which chiefly belonged to the late Lady Basset, the setts 
were nearly all drawn that the rates should be paid; but in Gwennap, within a re- 
cent date, the whole of the mines became exempt by the revocation of leases, for the 
express purpose of Spey | the rate. The first date at which mines were rated in 
Illogan was 1789, and not long after that the parish rate was Is. 8d. in the 14, The 
whole of Lady Basset’s setts paid rates, with the exception of one, and that a most 
important one, which by mere accident was exempted. She sett having been drawn 
for money rent, instead of dues in kind. For years it paid the rates, but accidentally 
discovering it was exempt, it ceased to pay them any longer. ‘This was the only lease 
of Lady Basset’s which did not contribute to the poor-rate. The whole of the rate- 
able property in this parish was valued at 10,670/, and the dues received from the 
produce 13,213/. What would be the state of the district if this 13,213/, were exempt 
trom fhe rates, and the burden thrown upon the 10,670/. ? . 

By the Cuatnman—Practically it was the custom to grant, in very small 
tenements, leases for a term of three lives. These were reted upon the improved 
value of the property, and if the dues were evaded the rate would be thrown upor 
these small holdings. In Gwennap, where not a single mine contributed, the rates 
were 63. in the 1/., against 1s. 8d. in logan, where mines were assessed. The value 
of the dues was 6065/., against 7370/., as the ratable value of a:l other property. 
Thus, in the one where the rates were got rid of, the assessment was 6s, in the 1/., whilst 
they amounted to only 1s. 8c. in the 1/. in the othes, where the rates were paid. He 
could go through other parishes, but be did not think he could show more clearly than 
by these instances the state of the law, It seemed to him that this was an occupicr’s 
tax. As the value of the land increased the lord might get higher rent; but the 
question was one,as between the occupier at surface, and the occupier underground. 
He did not see why tbe one should be exempt and the other not. The working miner 
was in no way benefited by theevasion of the rates, So far from that being the core, 
he conceived that there was no class who would be so much injured as the working 
miner. His opinion was, that if the occupier of a mine were exempt, the burthen of 
those who pay the rates will be materially increased. Mines generally paid the 
highway-rate. The Act of 1836 said that the rate should be assessed on all papery 
not liable to be rated to the poor; and went on to say that it should extend to all 
ground, mines, and quarries of stone, and other hereditaments, heretofore rated to 
the highways. - In Redruth there was not a single mine paying poor-rates, but they 
paid the highway-rates. Le calculated that one-half the mines were paying rates, 
and the other half were not. They could not make them pay the highway-rates be- 
cause they had always paid them inthe poor-rate. There was nota mine in Redruth 
paying poor-rates, Of four setts drawn on the same day, two were reserved in kind, 
and two in money. Uncertainty was the ground of exception to the liability to poor- 
rates, but it was now a question between the surface pccupler and the occupier under 
ground. It isunquestionable that they will have to pay. Withoutentering into the 
subject as to whois to pay, he considered the dues should be the basis of rating. 
There was no question that the oceupier should be rated. The adventurer, as the 
occupier of the underground surface, ought to pay. There could be no doubt the 
subject ought to be legislated upon, as he thoucht the decisions come to were wrong. 
Under the statute of Elizabeth, the occupier was liable to the rate—such as railways, 
coal and other mines; but he would draw this distinction, that where in existing 
setts the law as interpreted has been avoided, he would allow the occupier to deduct 
from the lord the whole amount of rate. If there were any speeial agreement between 
the lord and the occupier, that the latter should pay the largest portion of the rate, 
he would not in that case interfere. Under existing setts, he would render the lord 
liable, but he would not rate them until they came to the conclusion that the owner 
should be rated instead of the adventurer. He would get rid of the difficulty with re- 
gard to existing setts by enabling the occupier to deduct from the lord the amount of 
the rate, because he wis the first to evade the law. With respect to who received the 
most protit, as far as his observation went, he really did not see that the dues had been 
altered at all. They had certainly not been increased, so that the adventurer was the 
one who received the benefit of the alteration. Hs would not make the lord bear the 
burden, understanding, as he did the law, which, as interpreted, placed upon the lord 
the liability to pay the rate, and therefore the lord ought to pay, but when the law is 
altered he would alter the basis of rating altogether. 

By the Commirree—Property was very much subdivided in Cornwall. 
Persons frequently held the mineral right without any right to the soil. If the owner 
of the soil in Illogan exempted the mines from the rates, and placed it on the eccu- 
pier of the surface, instead of being as now, Is. 8d. in the |/., the rate would amount 
to 6s.in the 17, In Calstock the surface was held by one party, whilst the mineral 
right belonged to the Duchy of Cornwall, which held small surface, but very large 
mineral! rights. In 1798 a considerable quantity of surface right was sold, whilst 
only a few years before, in 1789, the character of the ore was found to be such that 
the mineral rights of the Duchy had immensely increased. In the parish of St. 
Ann, in 1815, nearly all the mines ceased working, and the poor-rates went up to 
13s, 6d. in the 1/, Even this was not sufficient to meet the wants of the locality, and 
they were obliged to go to the hundred for a rate in aid, from which they got 800/., 
increasing the amount to 17s. 6d. in the 1/. So heavy, however, was the burden that 
the pauper children were subdivided over every parish. After that the Duchy granted 
setts for money rent. Ile knew, from experience, that the last thing named when 
a sett is applied foristherent. He considered it a very violent decision of the courts 
of law to call upon the lord to pay therates. It wasunjustto the occupier of the sur- 
face that the occupier underground skould be excmpt. His conviction was that the 
dues should be the basis of the amount of rating. They were the value of the undcr- 
ground occupation, and ought to be the test of rating. He was not of opinion that 
the lord should be rated, as it would involve a new principle of rating, but in exist- 
ing setts he would still make him pay. For the future, he would advise that the oc- 
cupier should be liable. He thought that underground payment should be the same 
us at surface, and tle dues should be made the test. It would be manifestly unjust 
to rate the profits of a mine whilst funded property was exempt. ‘The value of the 
occupation ought to be the test. 

By the Comarrren—Was not aware that the working mining popula- 
tion amounted to 50,000, but knew it was very large. In the parish of St. Ann, where 
the rate is 7s. in the 1/., 6d. would pay for all the poor easentially agricultural, so that 
the other 6s. 6d. is paid for the poor which had arisen out of the mining population. 
Not having any data with him, could not say that the mining population of Camborne 
amounted to 20,000, Part of the mining community were thrown upon the agricu!- 
tural. In Gwennap, where the mines were exempt, the value of the househoid pro- 
perty had decreased fully 20 per cent., and where they were formerly rated at 2s., 
they now paid 5s, to 6s. in the 1/, He would make the amount of dues annually re- 
ceived the actual and sole test of rating. The dues generally ranged from 1-15th to 
1-18th of the value of the ore raised. There would be no difficulty in fixing the 
annual test as the amount of dues paid to the lord for the year preceding be the an- 
nual value. He considered that as the lessor evaded the law he should pay the rates. 
He would put the occupier of a mine on the same footing as the occupier of a coal 
mine. Even in existing setts he would make the occupier liable, but would enab'e 
him to deduct the amount from the lord. He did not think it would be unjust, where 
agreements have been made that there would be no charge to the poor-rate in exist- 
ing setts, to rate them, because the exemption from the payment arose in such a 
manner thatit might fairly be expected it would be re-imposed. But he did not be- 
lieve such an agreement was ever made. For 60 years they all contributed, and at 
the end of that period, by a mere trick, the lord became exempt. An act of greater 
injustice would be done by perpetuating such an exemption. These observations more 
peculiarly applied to districts where the royalty had always been paid in money and 
not-in kind. An injustice might arise in ether districts than Cornwall. Gwennap 
was heavily rated, and the leases were chiefly for life. Payment was sometimes made 
for renewal, but it was very unusual to pay a fixed sum. 

v the Commirree—The grant was not a positive lease, but a li¢g 
to make merchantable all ores raised. The adventurer could not bring anaefion’y 
ejectiaent under his license unless Le had entered into possession, A shar hi) 
was not an interest in land. A mining interest did not come under the sgme wn 
gory as quit rent or manorial rivlts., Clearly, if coal mines had not t nw 
in the statute of Elizabeth, the occupiers of all other mines would hav 
be rated. The adventurers would all have been ratcd as the occupiera of frid,.

A special general meeting of proprietors was held at the offices of the Association, 
Finsbury-circus, on Wednesday,—Sir Jonny Easrnorr in the chair. 

The Secretary read the notice convening the meeting, and the minutes of the last, 
which were confirmed. The following report was then read :— 

DIRECTORS’ REPORT. . 

The directors have requested the attendance of the shareholders this day, to submit 
to thei certain propositions received by the board, relative to the cession of the debt 
due to the association on the Raya Mine; and also to consider the state of the 
finances, especially in relation to the new shaft on Jesus Maria y Jose. . 

With respect to the first subject to be brouzht before the pe meeting, the di- 
rectors beg to state that the propositions submitted in regard to tue company’s claim 
on the Mine of Rayas, made to the chief commissioner at Guanaxuato, ve forthwiih 
dispatched to London, awaiting instcuctions from the board as to the terms he was to 
accede to, or the grounds upon which he was to negociate, 

The following is the letter referred to :— 


Guanaxuato, March 29.—Drar Sin: The unsatisfactory results in the mine of Rayas 
fcr the past three years having convinced the owners that nothing can be expected from 
it until the necessary capital for its proper working be forthcoming, and not having 
themselves that capital, they ure anxious to procure an avio for the mine; but an in- 
vincible difficulty presents itself in the mine debt owing to the United Mexican Min- 
ing Association, for the following reasons —viz., To secure the deht to the company, 
7% bars (or nearly one-third of the mine) are hypothecated until it be cleared off. 
Any new adventurers would require a further cession of 12 bars; it, therefore, fol- 
lows that of the 24 bars into which the property is divided, the owners would only re- 
main with 4% bars, or a littleover one-sixth of the whole, which is too great a sucri- 
fice to submit to. The position of the affair, therefore, is—l, That, worked by the 
owners without the capital necessary, the mine affords no hope of ever paying its 
debt.—2.

‘This sum may appear to be small for a debt of §220,000, but it mast 
be borne in mind that, taking an unbisssed view of the present position of the mine, 
it ean only be looked upon as a bad debt, and one that, from its peculiar character, 
acts as an hindrance to a better state of things. The new adventureis would also 
have to invest at once a large capital in steam-engiaes, &c., all of which may be lost ;

certain for that which in the end may turn oat utterly worthless, or, should the United 
Mexican Mining Association feel disposed to cede their debt to the new company, if 
formed, running the risk of future prolits, it might be arranged that the new company 
svould pay out of any gains that migui accrue one-half the debt—say, $110,000, re- 
ceiving the remaining half of $110,000 as their recompense for an invertion of fresh 
capital, and the risk they may run of losing the same, J understand that you require 
to refer the question to London, and shall be glad if you will do so by this packet, so as 
to receive an answer as quickly as possible.—Major Furrel), R.A, J. LH.

The board of directors, kecping in memory the long-established reputation enjoyed 
by this mine, and the large amount of treasure that has been produced from tune to 
time, cannot acquiesce in the acceptance of the terms offered. The infusion of suffi- 
cient new capital to work it with vigour would doubtiess prove of essential value to 
the mine of Kayas, probably relieve it from its present state of depression, and restore 
it to a condition of profit. tk 

That a debt upon the mine of $222,000 may present an obstacle to those wishing to 
commence or carry on operations afresh, may be conceivea; to remove that obstacle,

The saarevolders at the special mecting, held in January, 1854, have already sanc- 
tioned aa amount of 21,5374. by way of loan, 12,005/. were at Luat time subscribed by 
the shareholders, in virtue of the resolutions passed; but the directors, unwilling to 
keep in hand needless unemployed capital, called up 6004/, only, waiting to see if that 
would be sufficient, or when more would be required, 

Subsequently, at one time, they hoped that the profitable results of La Trinidad, 
and the regular payment of the Zacatecas indemnity, with the favouravle workings 
in Jesus Maria, would have sufficed to have completed the undertaking of the new 
shaft, without caliing on the proprictors for more money. But the unproductive ope- 
rations of the mine of Rayas, as well as those of Jesus Maria and La Trinidad, co- 
operating with the disturbed and unsettled condition of the country, which has led to 
forced loans instead of the regular payments of the claims on the Governinent, in re- 
gard to the Zacatecas indemnity, have utterly defeated the favourable anticipations 
of the directors, have obliged them to call up the remaining moiety of the 12,008/. 
already subscrived, and now, as a measure of precaution, renders it proper that the 
board should intimate to the proprictors their intention of calling for the remaining 
sum of 9579/., to secure the association from the evils of failure in regurd to the pre- 
sent works. 

In the middle of Febraary, the extraction from the pozos of Dolores and San Fran- 
cisco had been further augmented by ore from the pozos of Sau Tomas and San 
Hilario; at the end of February the mine had considerably improved, the extractions 
from the pozos named having reached to 12) and 140 cargas pec woek. On March 11, 
the board was informed that the mine continued its favourable aspect, and the ex- 
traction, since the previous communication, hud averaged (and continued to do so) 
150 caragas per week, at an improved ley, varying from 10 to 18 mares per monton, 
and this, it was added, notwithstanding an interraption in the produce of San Hilario, 
where an accumulation of tepetate, or rubbish, and water had rendered necessary 
their clearance, ; 

In the works of exploration, the despatch of March 27 stated that ore continued to 
be met with, improving in quality as well as quantity, especiaily in tue pozo of Dolores ; 
at the same time the expenses augmented, and it was deemed expedient to stop the 
operations in the pozos of San Hilario and San Francisco until the communication 
with the new shaft would enable the ore and tepetate to be extracted in a more econo- 
mical manner. Z ; 

On April 14, the manager writes that the mine presented “a very flattering appear- 
ance, My previous letters will have informed you of the rapid increase of carga, and 
of a good ley; but, as I have beivre stated, the cost of extraction, carried on (as it has 
been) on the backs of men to tne foot of the old shalt, has been such that I have been 
obliged to desist, and await the time when the new shaft shall communicate with the 
lower workings. When these were stopped, at the beginning of this month, the ex- 
traction in the pozos of Dolores, San Francisco, Sn Hilario, and San Tomas, amounted 
to 220 cargas for the week; but if we estimate this at 85 or 86 the carga (say the 
posed it would amount to $1520, against an expense varying from $1809 to $2000, 
aceording to the number of men employed, the quantity and price of gunpowder con- 
sumed, the price of forage for the animals, &c. I may say tiat, in the present state 
of my funds, I had no alternative.” 3 

Another extract (from the despatch dated April 28) states :—‘* The work referred 
to in my letter of Feb. 29, as being about to be commenced near the cross-cut of San 
Maximo, and now called * El Pozo de San Maximo,’ bas been carried on to an extent 
of about 7 or 8 varas, It is an inclined pozo, below the level of San Juan, and at an 
angle of about 30° to the north-west it has met with an offset or intersection of an- 
other vein, which has been followedin good ore. The extraction for tae lust fortnight 
has been 20 cargas from this work alone; and from present appearances there is a 
probability of 20 cargas for the week (or weeks) ensuing. I more especially note this, 
because it has been a vexed question with the miners of the district whether or not 
two veins unite in our territory of Jesus Maria y Jose, the one being the great and 
productive vein of La Luz, and the other called, or to be called, by way of distinction, 
Los Plateros. According to this opinion, it is the latcer we have been working, and 
the divergence now exhibited may be the former.” He then adds:—* From consi- 
derations which I have before stated—viz., the paucity of means, and the preseut cost 
of extraction, I have now stopped all works but the new shaft, and that of San Maximo 
just alluded to. Notwithstanding the stoppage of the lower workings in the mine, 
there has been remitted to the hacienda of Dolores, during the month, 925 cargas 
4 arobas, being an average of 231 cargas per week.” 

The shatt was, according to the last accounts, 166 varas deep, the total depth re- 
quired to connect it with the projected level below San Juan being 278, together with 
a cross-cut of 15 varas. The administrador of the mine confidently expects to com- 
municate the shaft with the lower workings (should no unsoreseen accident occur) 
before the expiration of the year; and the contingency upon which this anxiously 
desired object depeuds is entirely, it would scem, the supply of sufficient means from 
England, in the absence of a regular pay.nent of the Zacatecas debt, 

The directors, prior to laying before the proprietors a financial statement of the 
affairs in Mexico and London, may observe that— 

The Miyx¥ or Trintpap is still being worked under the personal supervision of Mr. 
Furber. Major Farrell wrote, on May 16, that he had been down the mine the pre- 
vious week with Mr. Farber. The Reliz del Alto had been reached, and the work had 
been turned again on the lode. A little good ore nad been found in the pozo of Jesus, 
and frente of Dolores, but that not any notable results had ensued. 

The Mixer or Atpana is having no outlay whatever upon it, beyond that which is 
requisite for the retention of it. 

Zacarecas Craims.—The shareholders have been made aware of the recent payment 
of the sum of 85000.

United Mexican Mining Association, Londou, June 25, Secretary. 

The Cuateman, in moving the adoption of the report, entered into an explanation 
of its contents, with a view to make it better understood. It might be a subject of 
complaint that the directors had taken up their time, when they had already given 
the board full powers, but owing to various circumstances preventing the declaration 
of a dividend, had made the board desirous of consulting the shareholders. They bad 
stated in the report what was proposed to be done, and what the dircetors were pre- 
pared to recommend to be adopted. Not wishing to avoid any responsibility attach. 
ing to the board, they were desirous of hearing the opinion of the shareholders on the 
matters adverted to in tue report. The first proposition was with regard to the debt 
due from the Rayas Mine. It was proposed that a new company should be formed to 
work it, provided that the United Mexican Company should agree to take 830,000 in 
gash for the debt due to them of $220,000, The directors at once decided that such 
terms were inadmissible, and they had written to that effect; but after some discus- 
sion on the subject they considered that, in order to induce responsible parties to work 
that mine, some sacrifice might be necessary, and in such a ca-e it might be advisable 
to take $30,000 in cash, and to require the payment of $80,000 out of the first profits 
of the mine, making together $11,000. On payment of that sun, they would then 
give a discharge in respect of tne remaining $110,000; they were aware that so large 
a debt on a somewhat exhausted mine might operate against the introduction of fresh 
capital to work it. The next subject for the meeting to take into consideration was 
the raising of more money. In doing so, the directors did not ask them for any 
new powers, but they wished to tell the proprietors the reasons they proposed for 
taking that course, The next matter related to sinking the eshaftin the mine of Jesus 
Maria, It was stated on a former occasion that it would be requisite to carry itdown 
a depth of 275 varas, at a costof §70,000. They had already sunk it 1.6 varas, ata 
cost of about $35,000, and the remaining 112 varas would, no doubt, from the in- 
creased depth, cost the remaining sum of $35,000, because, the deeper they went 
down, the greater would be the cost of sinking, in proportion to the Cepth, and nature 
of the strata, With regard to the assets, the report informed them that the value of 
the ores under reduction was about $19,070, including a forced loan they had had to 
pay, and the proprietors had as much information as to tbe probability of its bein 
repaid as they had, Out of that sum $11,847 was owing, which left them an asset o 
$3700; thir, added to the value of the ores under reduction, gave them an asset of 
$27,770: he would, however, take it at $25,000. Major Farrel! had authority to 
draw for 30001., or $15,000, which gave them an asset of $40,000 in Mexico, They 
expected that the shaft would cost them a further sum of $35,000-— $10,000 for general 
expenses, and $24,447 for other workings; those items would amount to $69,447, 
He had stated that the assets in Mexico were about $18,000, without reckoning any- 
thing in respect to their claim on the Government, which now amounted to 848,000. 
There remained to be called up in respect to the loan, which was anthorised to be 
raised two years ago, a further sum of 9579/., or $47,895. If the Zacatecas claim 
were paid they would have, with their present assets in Mexico, about $80,000; but 
as it would not do to wait for that, they must endeavour to raise the 9579/. It was 
clear that, if they got nothing for working the mine, they would be amply protected 
against disaster. ‘They need not make any sacrifice of their interest in the Rayas 
Mine, so that if parties calculated upon driving them into a hard bargain they would 
be deceived, Tuey were ready to make an honest arravgement with responsible 
parties, but not to be imposed upon by designing persons. ‘They felt it necessary 
to raise so much of the loan as would be requisite to meet expenses to the end of the 
year, and if the Trinidad, or any of the other mines, should produce anything, or the 
Government pay the whoie, or any part, of the 848,000 due from the Zacatecas indem- 
nity, they would then undoubtedly not call up any more of the 9000/, The position 
of the mine was not worse than on the former occasion, for they then thought they 
would receive some portion of the debt due from the Mexican Government. They 
had @ portion of ibe loun still to call up, and he firmly believed that a large number 
of the proprietors would rather pay their proportion of the loan than submit to im- 
position from any party. 

In reply to Mr. Goddard, the Chairman said he believed no one could accuse him 
of being very sanguine; he had frequently reminded them of the uncertainty of 
mining operations. They had a wreck, and it was their duty to make the best of it, 
and to make their loss as small as possible. The honourable proprietor had said they 
were not in so good a position as they were two years ago, but he forgot that they 
then caiculated upon having a large portion of the $48,000, due by the Mexican 
Government; they had also reason toexpect a considerable sum from the mine of Rayas. 
Independent of those claims, they had $40,000 at Mexico, as an asset, and they now 
bad 95791. to call up of the new loan, which he had no doubt would be responded to 
by the proprietors. If they had the sum duc to them by the Government, they would 
want no money at all. 

Mr. BAnweLt wished to know whether the directors had applied to the English 
Government, to endeavour to compel the payment of the just debt due by the Mexican 
Government? 

The CiatrMAN assured the honourable proprietor that every thing had been done 
in that respect, and the British Charge des Affairs had greatly exerted himself on be- 
talf of the company, 

Mr. WILLIAMson was decidedly opposed to giving up any portion of their claim on 
the mine of Kayas: they had been cheated in many ways, and he could not discover 
how it was that the mine should become all at once unproductive. The debt was ori- 
ginally near upon $1,000,000, and had been reduced from time to time to $220,000. 
They were now offered $50,000 for that sum, which was quite inadequate, and could 
only be considered as an insult. The mine had paid so much of the debt, and there 
could be no doubt, if properly worked, it would soon pay the whole. He had no doubt 
that Mr. Glass knew how to make a bargain, and where to find the ore after it was 
agreed upon. With regard to the observations of Mr. Goddard, that the shareholders 
wouid not subscribe, he (Mr. Williamson) believed that every one would subscribe 
their full proportion. The sinking of the shaft was proceeding so satisfactorily that 
it left the proprietors no cause to despond. 

The CuatRMAN explained that the reason they had not obtained more ore was, that 
Major Farrell had determined to suspend operations in bringing up the ore by the old 
shaft, as it had to be carried on men’s backs underground a considerable distance ; 
consequently the expense was so great that it was considered better to let it lay there 
until the new shaft was sunk than to bring it up. 

Mr. WiLtiAMson observed that they were within 20 varas of the point where the 
Villarino had obtained their wealth, and the shares in that mine were now worth 
5000/7, each, According to the explanation of the Chairman, itamounted to a matter 
of certainty that upon sinking the shaft they would come upon the vein. Heshould 
not hesitate for one moment raising the money, and in their present position he con- 
sidered it would be sheer madness to think of giving them up. By all means the 
money must be raised, and if it came in freely he would retain the Rayas debt, and 
abstain from giving an answer. 

The CuarkMAn said the mode they proposed was to receive $30,000, and take $80,000 
out of the first profits secured, as at present. There was a gentleman here who had 
been down tothe mine of Rayas; and as he had great confidence in him, he should be 
glad to have his opinion whether the proposal would not be a politic one. 

Mr. Wititamson said they were to have $80,000 out of the profits, but if they made 
no profit they would get nothing; therefore, inasmuch as that was a contingency, it 
sone a better to run the risk by taking a certain number of bars instead of 

e $80,000. 

Mr, Puriitps felt flattered by the expression of the Chairman, but it was 15 years 
ago since he visited the mines, and then he merely went down and came up again, 
His opinion was not much with regard to Rayas, and he thought the proposition ought 
not to be altogether thrown overboard. To a certain extent it was an exhausted mine, 
and the vein was very peculiar, as itextended in some instances tosuch a great width 
that they could not drive a regular level, hence the system of employing buscones to 
search for the lode, and uo doubt a large amount of capital would be required to bring 
itinto a profitable state. He agreed with Mr. Williamson, that instead of taking the 
$50,000 they should retain an interest in the mine, and would suggest that they should 
take $30,000 down, and a certain number of free bars, say from four to five, so that if 
the mine succeeded they would reap some of the advantages. He knew a mine in 
Mexico in which the bars at the present time were selling at 24,0007, 

Mr. Axpenvon was of opinion that the proposition was an insult, and no doubt 
they could all ** see through ” Mr. Glass ; and the most dignified course for such a 
company to pursue would be to reject the proposal in limine. The debt of the Ra 
had been reduced from $1,000,000 to $220,000, and the mere fact of making the offer 
proved that the Mexicans were aware there was something valuable in the Rayas, 
At one time the mine made profits, und another time it was losing. The accounts 
had been very pleasant, and might be so again, and if they agreed to the proposition, 
ae hoe would find that Mr. Glass had made a very good bargain in turning 
them out, 

Mr. Tasker (a director) reminded them that for the last three years they had not 
received a single dollar off the debt, which was no doubt a good pioneer for the 
present offer. 

After a lengthened discussion, a resolution was unanimously passed that the pros 
posal of $30,000, with the other alternative proposed by Mr, Glass, be rejected. 

Mr. Pnitsips said he should like to make one or two remarks, One gentleman 
had stated that they lad a sanguine proprietary to deal with: he could assure him 
the very essence of mining was hope, and if he did not hope, he had better not go 
into mining at all. If they looked into this concern, they would find three years ago 
there was nothing in the mine of Jesus Maria, but a small thread of ore, and as the: 
pursued it deeper the vein much increased in size and richness, but they were afraid it 
dipped into a neighbouring mine; asthey went down it improved in their own terri. 
tory, which appeared to him quite sufficient encouragment to go on with the shaft, 
and the more vigorously it was prosecuted, the sooner they would be in an improved 
position ; and he considered it a very promising concern, 

A cordial vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors terminated the proceedings.

THE GOLD FIELDS OF AUSTRALIA. 

From Melbourne (March 24), we learn that the average weekly supply of the first 
12 weeks of the year 1855 was 30,680 ozs.: the average of the first 12 weeks of the 
present year has been 56,256 ounces. 

If the average of the last 12 weeks ba merely maintained, the export of gold will be 
2,924,788 ozs., value 11,699,152/. But I have no doubt the production and exports 
will considerably exceed that amount. In the early part of the year, judging from 
the progressive increase in the quantity brought down, and from the determination 
of labour and capital towards the use of machinery in quartz crushing, the 7imes 
correspondent predicted that, ** towards the middle of the year, the averages would 
rise to 60,000 ozs. per week. I now feel very certain that the average of the whole 
year will exceed that; that Victoria will export certainly not less than 3,000,000 ozs. ; 
and I believe very confidently that the export of this year will approach, and perhaps 
reach, 3,500,000 ozs.” 

The information obtained to complete the following table shows that the old gold 
fields of Ballarat and Mount Alexander (Cast! ine), with Bendigo (Sandbarst), still 
exhibit increase, though they were reported to be nearly worked out in 1853 :—

The causes of permanent increase are apparent, and are, moreover, ample to account 
for the steady increase in the average supply that has taken place, and to warrant an 
anticipation of further increase—I mean the application of machinery, and the con- 
sequent co-operation of capital and labour in the pursuits of mining—causes which 
did not exist in the first or second years of our golden age, and are only now coming 
into operation partially and slowly, having had to encounter much prejudice, as all 
such expedients have, besides all the difficulties in the way of applying what is new 
and untried. Even the labouring digger admits the usefulness of some sort of ma- 
chinery. He sees the great advantage of a puddling machine driven by a horse (like 
the brickmaker’s pug-mil!) over the cradleand the tin pan. He cannot deny that, for 
emptying his hole after rain, a pump is far better than a bucket. A pump worked by 
a small steam-engine is an obvious improvement; and he only dislikes the quartz- 
erusher, because he sces that the capitalist comes in for a share of the produce; but 
he will soon learn (he is fast learning) that his share is increasing, and we shall soon 
hear no more of “a difference of opinion about machinery prevailing at the diggings.”’ 


‘‘ Scrence, arp Us!’""—A correspondent, writing from Melbourne, says 
—**Oh! ye men of Science, give us light! We read in the London Mining Journal 
frequent mention of able contributions to practical science at home by Evan Hopkins, 
Dr. Collyer, Adam Murray, Byers, Calvert, Dr. Ansted, Harris, and others; but, 
have we no friends? If not, surely there are in the colony men capable of directing 
us: they will find us willing pupils; indeed, we are, perhaps, commonly too willing 
to follow whoever leads. From the Philosophical Institute we think we have a right 
toclaim aid, We cannot often see its reports, but those that have reached us offer 
little hope. There is, however, a gleam in the report of the monthly meeting for 
January. ‘fhe discovery of a fossil marsupial lion, though a most interesting fact, 
has no such interest to us as the report of Mr. Wekey, relative to some quartz speci- 
mens found on the surface near Anderson’sCreek. One of these, in which not a speck 
of gold could be discovered, proruced, we are told, an average of 6}4 ozs. to the ton. 
Sach a yield is in aceordance with the belief which all diggers held when quartz reefs 
first began to attract such universal attention, It wasthen confidently asserted that 
from quartz, in which only the most minute specks were discernable, a rich return 
would be obtained, and that gold frequentiy existed iu payahle quantities where it 
was totally invisible to the naked eye. Acting on this belief, we took. a few weeks 
ago, from our claim on the reef here, 4 tons of quartz, in which numerous specks or 
gold were visible. The result given by a powerful steam-machine was 5 dwts. to the 
ton; thus, the cost of crushing being 5/. per ton, our gold cost us 20/. per oz., exclu- 
sive of the expense and labour of raising the quartz. Other stones from the same 
claim, in which 1ough goid showed in rich patches, yielded only 6 ozs.; and we have 
to-day received areturn of about 2 ozs. to the ton frem quartz in which numerous 
very rich specimens could be detected by the most cursory examination. Irom careful 
calculation by different methods, founded on the ascertained specific gravity of several

nearly 18 months, though crushing has only recently commenced ; but one similar 
result to the prospect obtained by the secretary to the Philosophical Institute would 
infuse new life into us, and enable us to regard with more satisfaction than at present 
the huge heaps of quartz, beneath which lie buried all our former hopes.

Grrtonc AnD Metnovrne Rattway.—By advices received per Marco 
Polo, we are informed that this railway fast approaches completion. Six of the 
bridges had been constructed, 20 miles of rails completed, six passenger engines, and 
24 first, second, and third class carriages, together with trucks, &c., and 400 tons of 
coke, had been landed at the raMway pier at Corio Bay, and the remainder of the 
rolling stock was shortly expected. The Melbourne Argus, in referring to the pro- 
gress of public works, says:—*‘ If a sufficient supply of labour reach our shores, it 
may be expected that ere long other extensive railway operations will be initiated.” 


Precious Srongs rv AusTRALIA,—Several specimens of topaz, corun- 
dum pyrites, and iserene, have been brought to the Museum of Natural History. The 
pyrites contain 9 or 10 per cent. of gold, and the discoverer, a Frenchman, who says 
there are thousands of tons, has asked 1000/. from Government as a reward, on his 
pointing out the locality. A topazof considerable size was lately found in a reef near

Srram-Escrves.—Mr. A. Dugdale, of Rue Ponthieu, Paris, has invented 
some improvements in the construction of locomotive engines, applicable in part to 
marine and stationary engines, which relate toa novel mode of stopping or retarding 
the progress of locomotive steam-engines, In effecting this object, the steam is con- 
verted from a propelling to a resisting medium, and thereby suddenly presents an 
elastic obstruction to the advancing piston in the steam-cylinder. Over the steam 
ports of the working cylinder aslide valve is applied, composed of iron and steel plates 
attached together, the steel face being to receive the ordinary brass cut-off and supply 
valve, and the iron face lying close to the ~~ face of the steam ports. Thisinter- 
mediate valve is so arranged, that when the break is required to be put into action, 
it shall slide on its seat, and intercept the passage of the steam to the exhausted side 
of the piston, and permit the steam to be supplied to the opposite side. Acushion of 
steam will thus be opposed to the advancing piston ; and if displaced by the impetus 
of the engine acting on the piston, a similar obstruction will then be offered to the 
other side of the piston as it advances, and so on until the action of the engine is-sus- 
pended.

PEMBROKE AND EAST CRINNIS.—J. Dale, G. T. Trewren: The 112 fm. level 
cross-cut is still progressing satisfactorily. In the 100, east from smith’s shaft, the 
ground is not quite so favourable for driving as it has been, teing somewhat harder.

Michael Williams presented 10 petitions against the rating of mines to the poor—from 
the inhabitants of the towns of Redruth, St. Ives, and Helston, and from the adven- 
turers in Wheal Basset, South Frances, Tresavean, and other mines in the county of 
Cornwall; from the agents and working miners of St. Day United Mines; and also 
from the inhabitants of the parishes of Gwennap, Redruth, Breage, Illogan, Germoe, 
Marazion, Crowan, Sithney, Wendron, St. Just., Perran, and St. Hilary; and Mr. 
Kendall presented one from several adventurers in Cornish mines, especially those in 
tue vicinity of Camborne, against the Rating of Mines Bill. 





OrreNck AGAINST THE CoLitery Act.—Mr. William Partington, pro- 
prietor of Fogg’s Colliery, Bolton, Lancashire, was summoned by Mr. Joseph Dick- 
inson, Government Inspector for the district, on two charges—for not making and 
transmitting to the Seeretary of State rules for the government of his colliery, and 
for not giving to the Secretary of State and the Inspector of Coal mines notice of an 
accident which recently took place at the colliery, whereby a life was lost. Mr, Pare 
tington pleaded guilty to both offences, but urged in extenuation that he was ignorant 
of the requirements of the Act of Parliament in these respects, and he stated that he 
had now got the requisite rules, Mr. Dickinson pressed for a conviction in the first 
case only, and said he would withdraw the second information, on Mr. Partington’s 
consenting to pay costs. He added that he had felt it incumbent upon him to bring 
this case before the notice of the Bench, as the supineness existing amongst some few 
colliery owners in this district must be checked. A fine of 1/. and costs was then ime 
posed in the first case, and the defendant was ordered to pay costs in the second. 





Macuinery ror Maxine Wrovcut-Inon Nains.—In America, ma- 
chine-made nails are preferred to hand-made for the generality of purposes, not only 
because they are cheaper, but also on account of their less liability to split the wood, 
and their greater holding power. The only exception to this is where nails have to 
be clinched, the machine-made nail being more apt to fracture under this operation 
than the other. There are immense nail manufactories in different parts of the 
country, where no hand labour is employed. ‘The machines for the smaller sizes of 
nails are self-acting, for the larger sizes the iron has to be supplied to the machines 
by a boy, who makes nails at the rate of 200 per minute. Machine-made nails have 
been much improved by a change in the mode of rolling the iron, by which the fibre 
now runs into the line of the nail. In the operation of forming a nail by the machine, 
the piece of iron is first cut off; secondly, gripped in a die, which gives it the shape 
and at the same instant another die comes into contact and upsets the head. In all 
the nail-making establishments thatthe committee visited they form part of an iron- 
work, and use up the iron as it is made, which tends to reduce the cost. Largespike 
nails, that are used to fasten the rails on railways, are also made by machinery.

The bar is entered between & 
pair.of rolls, a projection upon the roll forms the sharp point of the spike, and de 
taches it from the bar; a die seizes hold of the spike, and another die comes against 
it to form the head. This machine is placed beside the mouth of the furnace, and this 
furnace, being long, the bar is heated as it is drawn through by the machine, This 
macbine turns out the spikes at the rate of 60 per minute.~-Correspondent of the Bir-

Remarxs.—The confidence which merchants had in the prices of me- 
tals has been very much shaken during the past weck. A great fail in 
the value of copper has had a startling effect, and will prove most mis- 
chievous if present prices be continued. Some alteration next month was 
anticipated, but certainly not to half the extent that has been fixed. Iron 
is steadier in price, but no actual advance has yet taken place. Steel is 
quiet, with a drooping tendency. Tin also is likely to recede. Other 
metals have varied but little. 

Copper.—Some considerable sensation prevailed amongst the dealers 
on ‘Change on Wednesday last, a rumour being circulated that a reduc- 
tion of 2d. per lb. had taken place. This at first was contradicted by some 
of the representatives of copper houses, until the leading firms confirmed 
the fact that they had lowered the price to 1s. per lb., and were prepared 
to execute orders at that figure. Fortunately, shippers and consumers 
have lately looked very shy at the market, and in most cases merely pur- 
chased as orders arrived. Speculators also have scarcely made a trans- 
action in the article for some time past, the evenness of its value allowing 
ro margin. Nevertheless, there are a few who will suffer more or less 
by this very sudden change, and considering that it was only on Tuesday, 
June 10, that the monthly meeting of smelters was held, and attended by 
most of them, who bore testimony to a fair trade being transacted, and 
gave their vote in support of current rates, it reflects great suspicion on 
the truth of their statement, and, at the same time, has every appearance 
of an underhanded, dirty, unprincipled trick ; for it is nothing less than 
deception, which they evidently wish to practice on the trade, by holding 
vieetings at fixed dates, as they assert, for the purpose of regulating prices 
for the ensuing month, when about a fortnight afterwards they find such 
a different state of things as to justify them in reducing the value 2d. 
per lb., these clever men of business not being able to foresee what would 

robably take place between the 10th and 25thinst. Could any one really 
Cie that the trade doing on the 10th inst. was sufficient for the smelters | 
to hold out then for 1s. 2d. per 1b.? Why not have reduced the price | 
gradually? The market has been very unsettled for some months, and 
many sellers would willingly have accepted less than fixed rates, were it 
not for the fear they entertain of it being known to the opprobious mono- 
poly. Any body of men branded with that stigma is utterly distasteful 
to the commercial community of England, but if there be one class more 
than another who have brought themselves into disrepute, it is the cop- 
per smelters. How long will these men of capital exercise oppression 
over those of limited means? Could any one but a copper smelter con- 
ecientiously charge 1267. per ton one day, well knowing at the time the 
intention to reduce it 18/. 10s. per ton on the following day? Is this a 
way likely to create confidence? No; these kind of things will not easily 
be effaced: the trade has relied too much upon their representations, and 
this affair is aggravated by the manner in which it is carried out. The 
rionopolies in olden times could scarcely be more notorious, This altera- 
tion seems to have been brought about simply by one or two of the heads, 
aad not by the consent of all the smelters. These “ great guns” having 
almost the entire control of the market, the only way to prevent the like 
occurring is not to encourage such havoc, but distribute the business to 
the honest and most straightforward. We trust at the next meeting the 
niajority will decide in favour of higher prices, and rule the day. A sale 
of Burra Burra took place at 117/. previous to the decline, and this being 
@ quality which competes very much with English, seems to be one of 
the principal reasons acted upon by the smelters. It is also understood 
that a large quantity of ore and Russian copper are now on the way to 
England. The standard of ores has receded. 

Inon.—Business continues to be transacted at 87. 10s. for forward deli- 
very in London.

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RATING OF MINES BILL. 


At a numerous and influential MEETING of gentlemen interested in mining, beld 
at the London Tavern on Wednesday, the 25th June, to organise an opposition to the 
Bill now before Parliament for the Rating of Mines, 

JOHN TAYLOR, Jun., Esgq., in the chair. 


Moved by Mr. J. Y. Watson, seconded by Mr. Thos. Field, and carried unanimously : 
1, That this meeting is of opinion that the Bill lately introduced into Parliament, 


entitled ** The Rating of Mines Bill, 1856,” is unsound in principle, calculated to dis- | 


courage legitimate mining, and injurious to the working miner. 
Moved by Mr. J. H. Murchison, seconded by Mr.C. Hancock, and carried unanimously : 

2. That the petition now read be adopted; and that Mr. Masterman, M.P., be re- 
quested to present the sane, and the other Members for the City be solicited to sup- 
port its prayer in the House of Commons. 

Moved by Mr. T. Harrison, seconded by Mr. J. Berry, and carried unanimously : 

3. That the following gentiemen be a Committee to watch the proceedings in the 
House of Commons, and in the Select Committee, and to adopt all necessary steps to 
defeag the Bill: —Mesers, John Taylor, jun., Richard Taylor, Thomas Field, J. H. 
Marchison, J. ¥. Watson, Caaries Hane ck, Edward Crease, Henry Crease, Richard 
Hallett, Timothy Painter, Edward Boyle, Jno. Cumberland; with power to add to 
their number. 

Moved by Mr. H. Peet, seconded by Mr. T. Field, and carried unanimously : 

4. That a subscription be forthwith made, for the pu-pose of defraying the neces- 
sacy expenses of the committee incidental to the opposition of the Bill; and that John 
Taylor, jun., Esq., be treasurer. 

The following is a copy of the petition :— 

To the Right Hon. the Commons of the United Kingdom in Parliament assembled :— 
The humble petition of ‘he undersigned adventurers and others resident in 
London, and interested in mines in the county of Cornwall, showeth,— 

That, by the Rating Mines Bill, 1856, a great additional burden will be cast on the 
mining interest of the counties of Cornwall and Devon, and your petitioners consider 
that the measure is not only uncalled for, and calculated to operate unfairly and un- 
justly on individual adventurers, but that it is against public policy, inasmuch as it 
will check mining adventures, and consequently inflict a serious injury on a Marge 
portion of the labouring and industrious population of Cornwall, who either directly 
oo eeeey derive their sole or principal means of livelihood from the working of 
mines. 

That numerous mines throughout the county of Cornwall have been commenced, 
end are being worked at money rents or dues not reserved in kind, the adventurers 
and lords aiike relying on the long-established legal decisions that mines themselves 
are not ratable to the poor, and that rents or dues reserved in money are exempt from 
such liability. 

That the amount of dues paid had accordingly been regulated and augthented, bat 
the measure now before Parliament does not meet and provide for these circumstances, 
anri is framed in disregard of the existing relations between lords and adventurers in 
the county of Cornwall; and that if the bill should pass into a law, the burdenof the 
poor-rates, levied on the amount of dues in Cornish mines, will really fall upon the 
adventurers, as the setts and mining leases of the county almost invariably contain a 
clause to the effect that the adventurers shall pay their dues without deduction for 
parliamentary or parochial! taxes and charges, whether presentor future. That such 
form of reddendum has been inserted in mining setts as matter of course, but with a 
clear understanding, both by lords and adventurers, thut mine dues reserved in money, 
as well as the mines themse' ves, are not liable to be rated to the poor. 

That the mine agents, mining labourers, merchants, and shopkeepers of every 
mining district in Cornwall, as well as a large proportion the adventurersin Cornish 
mines, are already fully rated to the reliefof the poor in their several localities ; and 
that any additional burden which would have the effect of discouraging mining spe- 
culations, as it would tend to prevent employ, and to cripple or limic trade and mer- 
chandise, would eventua!ly increase the a of poor and the amount of poor-rates. 

The mining adventurers generally involve a large outlay of capital, and that in 
a considerable proportion of cases such capital is lost to those who invest it, and has 
the effect only of promoting the employment of the working classes, and benefiting 
the trade of the district in which it has been expended. 

That your petitioners would respectfully call the attention of your Hon. Houre to 
judgments delivered in the case of the Governor and Company for Smelting Lead v. 
Richards, in which Lord Chief Justice Mansfield, eminent alike as a statesman and a 
judge, expressed the opinion that the Legislature intended to exempt metallic mines 
from poor-rates, as undertakings attended with infinite hazard and expense. In the 
same case, Mr. Justice Wilmot said—*‘ There is a material difference between coals 
and mineral works, Coals are easily found, but 2 vast ceal of time and money is 
often spent in discovering other mines, The Legislature, therefore, considered how 
dangerous it would be to diseourage adventurers by subjeeting them to a tax.” 

Your petitioners, therefore, pray that your Honourable House will not pass any 
measure at variance with these long-recognised principles, or calculated either to do 
wrong to individuals, by disturbing existing contracts, or to inflict a public injury. 

And asin duty bound your petitioners will ever pray.

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The meeting of the Mining Interest at the London Tavern, on Wednes- 
day, was as completely successful as the most strenuous opponents of the 
obnoxious measure could desire. Mining property to the amount of some 
millions sterling was represented by the leading men connected with this es- 
pecial interest, and the resolutions of the meeting may, therefore, be taken 
as a significant protest against the unjustifiable attempt of a few Cornish 
lords to impose ase w burthen upon a branch of native industry, whichevery 
year becomes more subject to the active competition of f..-ig4 countries 
the Governments of which take peculiar care that the searchers for mata} : 
lic ores shall be, as far as possible, free from all imposts likely to cripple 
their energies, or to disccurage their hazardous and uncertain pursuit. It 
were well that the Legislature of England followed the example of our 
continental neighbours, and instead of introducing a new principle of 
rating, resorted to the statute of Exizanetn, and restored it in its entirety 
and simplicity, as the true principle of rating real property to the poor. 
In the course of the proceedings at the meeting, some very forcible truths 
were enunciated, which put to shame the specious legal pleading of Messrs. 
Luutey and Darke, who have undertaken to champion the cause of some 
half dozen lords of the soil in the West of England, against the rights and 
immunities conceded to the mining interest by those who best understood 
its value in 1601, 

In the consideration of this subject it is very requisite it should be di- 
vested of the sophistry with which the promoters of the bill have sought 
to invest it. It is not a question between the occupier of the soil at the 
surface and the man whodescends into the bowels of the earth to delve 
for that which he may never find, but in the pursuit of which fortunes 
may be absorbed, with but little or no success. Tosay that a mine is an 
underground farm is simply an absurdity. The scientific farmer who cul- 
tivates the soil, and experds a given sum of money on its improvement, 
can safely predict that in the ordinary course of events he will reap a 
harvest, and be repaid forhis skill and enterprise; but the mining adven- 
turer may lay out an almot fabulous amount in underground explorations 
in search of his “‘farm"’ pwduce, and must perforce be content to abide by 
the consequences—of tota failure, indifferent success, or in the event of 
great good luck (as in thecase of Mr. Tuomas and the Great Devon Con- 
sols, and a few others) arapid fortune. But where is the analogy be- 
tween the two cases cited? They are as widely and distinctly different 
as (to use a homely exprasion) chalk and cheese. Let us take for ex- 
ample a case in point.

Compared 
with the three preceding years, the quantity of ore raised, and the cost 
and produce, show the following results: —In 1853, there were 85,698 tons 
of ore raised, which yielded 136,867/., at a costof 87,594/. In 1854, the 
produce comprised 86,048 tons of ore, which brought 132,972/., at a cost 
of 88,2322, And in 1855, 87,297 tons were raised, at a cost of 91,846/., 
and which produced 126,313/, From these figures it will be seen that, 
though the quantity of ore stamped has increased every year, and induced 
4 consequent increase of costs, the produce has been on the decrease, But 
the directors tell us that the increase of costs is mainly owing to the ex- 
penditure on new stamps for re-stamping the sand, which, when they get 
to work, will cause an immediate increase in the returns, Other causes 
have also operated to swell the gross costs, such as dearness of provisions 
and general stores, and when it is borne in mind that 14,650 dozen of can- 
dies, 66,662 ft. of timber, and large quantities of iron, have been absorbed 
during the year, it can scarcely be wondered that the costs present so for- 
midable an appearance. 

Despite, however, of all these disadvantages, and in the face of a fall- 
ing off in the recsipts, the directors were enabled to declare a further di- 
yidend of 30s. per share, but in doing so have taken the wise precaution 
to transfer from the reserve fund 15,000/., to meet their engagements here 
and in the Brazils, and have by his means equalised the capital account, 
and placed the true financial position of the company before the proprietors.

IRON ORES OF THE NORTH OF ENGLAND.—No. II. 
In the North, the actual limestone alternates with stata of gritstone and 
shale, locally termed hazle and plate. Certain ores of iron are interstra- 
tified with these beds; nodules of clay ironstone, argillaceous carbonate, 


are met with in some of the bands of shale, the mode of aggregation being 
analogous to that of the similar ores of the coal measures. At Hareshaw, 
near Bellingham, towards the source of the North Tyne, four furnaces 
were erected some years ago, to smelt the clay ironstone obtained from the 
“sills.” ‘They produced excellent ore, but the expensive cartage of ore, 
and the absence of railway or canai communication, were fatal for the time 
to the success of the establishment. Near Haltwhistle and Nenthead 
the same “ ballstones” have been worked at their outcrop. Masses of 
brown iron ore appear in some instances to form regular layers, although 
their presence is, probably, in close relation to the veins of metallic mine- 
rals which intersect the rocks in and around Alston Moor. A bed of ‘black 
band” was discovered a few years ago, and worked till within a recent 
period, about 14 mile north-westof Haydon Bridge, near the Newcastle and 
Carlisle Railway; it ranged from 24 to 3 feet in thickness, and being cal- 
cined on the spot, was proved at the Shotley Bridge furnaces to be a very 
valuable ore; but its cropping out on the west, and disturbances of the 
ground to the east, limited its exploration. Since the extension of a branch 
railway to Alston, some of the lodes have been extensively wrought. Thus 
the Manor House vein has been opened very near the railway station for 
the Shotley Bridge Company, and hundreds of tons were raised from a 
small area atthe extremely low cost of ls.7d. per ton, The vein is about 
14 feet wide, striking east and west, with a northerly dip, and throwing 
down the measures on its north wall about 12 feet. Its productiveness is 
increased by “flats,” which penetrate a few feet between the layers of 
scar limestone, which it here intersects. 

On the opposite side of the valley of the Tyne, the Park, or Horse Edge, 
vein has also lately been wrought, and considerable quantities of a similar 
brown ore are now being raised from the Thorngill vein, where it inter- 
sects the ‘‘ great’’ limestone. To the west, on the northern shoulder of 
Cuoss Fell, and to the east of Kilhope, and in Weardale, the outcrops of 
similar iron veins present themselves, Crusts of manganesian botryoidal 
peroxide occur abundantly near the surface, varied by the delicate reddish 
brown tint of lepidokrokite. At the former locality, some of the corals 
characteristic of this formation are found enveloped and entirely fossilised 
inbrowniron ore. In the eastern part of this region the carbonate of iron 
makes its appearance abundantly in the lead veins, and is locally termed 
the rider, accompanying the ore which has been the chief object of search. 
At Rispey vein, in Rookhope, brown peroxide is often mingled with the 
sparry ore, especially near the surface, where it sometimes spreads over 
an area of 30, 40, or more feet, Remembering the high character of the 
iron produced from similar ores on the Continent, more especially the cele- 
brated “ steel irons’’ of Siegen, Styria, and Carinthia, it will be seen that 
the introduction of this ore into the British iron manufacture is an im- 
portant step. 

The hematite iron ore (sesqui-oxide of iron) of Whitchaven occurs in 
the carboniferous limestone, near the outcrop of the slaty rocks upon which 
that formation rests. Most of the excavations are subterrancous, and the 
mass of iron ore is often so extensive that it is difficult to obtain a clear 
idea of the nature of the deposit; but at Todholes, near Cleator, an open 
work has for some time been in operation, which throws great light upon 
the subject. ‘The superficial covering of 15 or 20 ft. in thickness, which 
contains numerous angular fragments of grey limestone in its lower por- 
tion, being removed, the red iron ore is worked @s a quarry. The floor 
of the deposit is a white and red mottled shale, almost of the nature of 
fire-clay ; bore holes have been sunk in it to a depth of 30 or 40 ft., with- 
out meeting with any other material. The surface of this shale is very 
uneven on a large scale, although the actual planes are smooth, and fre- 

uent sudden depressions or ridges throw it up or down for a few feet— 
disturbances which appear to be regularly followed by the superimposed 
hematite. Bctween the shale and the iron ore there lies very generally a 
band of conglomerate, from 3 to 8 inches thick, of small pebbles of white 
quartz, ‘The magnificent bed of hematite which then follows varies from 
15 ft. to upwards of 30 ft. (rarely, as in Big Rigg Moor, as much as 60 ft.) 
in thickness, and is for the most part a dense mass of red ore, subdivided 
by irregular and nearly vertical joints. With a general parallelism to the 
floor of the deposit, two and sometimes three bands of greenish black shale, 
from 1 to 8 in. thick, are distinctly interstratified with the iron ore, and 
the presence of these partings with the overlying roof of impure limestone, 
which makes its appearance on the dip, leaves on the mind almost a con- 
viction that the hematite occurs as a true bed. A small proportion only 
of the ores of Whitehaven district is smelted on thespot. ‘The coal of the 
neighbouring field is ill-suited for smelting purposes, and the carriage of 
the admirable coke of the Newcastle district is so expensive that but one 
iron-work, that of the Whitehaven Hematite Iron Company, has for some 
time past been in action. 

On the north side of Morecombe Bay, the promontory of Low Furness, 
between the slate hills whieh rise at the back of Ulverstone and the new 
red sandstone, forming the site of the venerable ruins of Furness Abbey, 
is composed of the carboniferous limestone, covered up for the most part 
with “till.” Over an area of about six miles long, and four broad, red 
hematite has been worked in numerous localities, and in some of them 
from a very early period. A small amount of the Ulverstone hematite is 
still smelted with charcoal at the furnaces of Newland, Backbarrow, and 
Duddon, one of which only is in blast at a time ; and this forms the only 
relic left in England of the old mode of production, so completely has the 
introduction of coal swamped the use of vegetable fuel. The total quan- 
tity of hematite exported from the Ulverstone district amounted in 1854 
to no less than 354,685 tons. In other parts of the northern counties 
hematite also occurs, but in less important deposits, those in Derbyshire 
being most worthy of remark. 

It is an important fact that in the Bradford district coal measure iron- 
stones are alone employed, and principally from two ranges of strata, called 
the White Bed mine and the Black Bed mine respectively ; a third, the 
Brown Rake, was also formerly worked. Neither their quality nor abun- 
dance have much contributed to the celebrity of the North Yorkshire 
iron; the superiority appears to proceed from the care and attention be- 
stowed upon the various processes, and the admirable character of the 
seam of coal termed the “ better bed,” which lies beneath the ironstone, 
and attains a thickness of only 1 ft. 8 in. to 2 ft. It differs, however, 
from ordinary seams in its remarkable freedom from iron pyrites and other 
impurities, and is exclusively used for smelting, refining, and puddling. 
You may pass through the thick smoke of the coking heaps or ovens with. 
out the least inconvenience from the sulphurous gases, which in the coking 
of most coals are so freely liberated. Although the iron mines of the 
Middlesbro’ district are of so few years standing, they now supply the ore 
to upwards of 60 blast-furnaces ; and 30 furnaces, besides establishments 
for the manufacture of wrought-iron, have sprung up, despite the distance 
from ¢oal, in and about Middlesbro’, whence it may be estimated that from 
this newsource upwards of 1,000,000-tons ironstone are annually extracted

In 
that arrangement the concurrence of the Eastern Counties Railway, on 
advantageous terms, has been secured to carry into ctfect this branch of 
business with the greatest dispatch, and at the most moderate charges. 
It is assumed that the very low freights which will be charged must 
cause a considerable development of trade, but as the cost of navigation 
is charged on the coal, if there should be no back freights, there would 
be a sufficient dividend. ‘The principal question is, whether the Belgian 
coal owners will endeavour to crush this incipient competition by a ruin- 
ous reduction of their prices, We find that the English coal owners who 
are interested in the concern have just resolved to fix the maximum price 
for this 7 at the lowest price of this day, and to meet any attempt 
on the part of the Belgians to drive them out of their new market ; and 
when we find the na:nes of the Lambs, the Woods, the Carrs, and others, 
associated in the enterprise committed to such a resolution, there can be 
little doubt of the result of such a conflict. We notice the name of M, 
Martin, the ironmaster of Fourchambault, the son-in-law of M. Craw- 
shay, and other influential persons in the French list. But the most im- 
portant feature is the adhesion of Messrs. Dehaynin (pere et fils), the 
great coal merchants of Paris, which secures to the company a trade of 
600,000 tons per annum, with a prospect of considerable development. 











THE MINING AND INDUSTRIAL INTERESTS OF CORNWALL. 
| PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WhkST CORNWALL. ]} 

June 26.—The share market continues dull, but the more favourable 

condition of the money market will probably soon attract an increasing 

amount of capital to mines, especially if the standard should again im- 


prove, and some discoveries be made. In Wheal Buller shares there has 
been a considerable decline ; last Ladyday the price was 600/. per share ; 
now at Midsummer the shares sell at 4807. ; the mine is said to be fail- 
ing in the lower levels Bassets maintain their price at 320/. and 330/, 
In Alfred Consols there have been some transactions, and shares have 
advanced to 15/, and 16/, North Basset is reported to be looking well, 
In Clijah and Wentworth some good tin ground is opening up on Whit- 
ford’s lode. In South Ellen there have been enquiries for shares and 
some transactions, in consequence of animprovement ; the lode in a winze 
in the 20 west is reported to be worth upwards of 30/. per fm, North 
Frances continues to present indications of a good mine at greater depth. 
Boiling Well is stated to be somewhat improved. 

It appears from the annual metallic returns, printed by order of the 
House of Commons, that the imports of copper ore and regulus are very 
much increasing; and surely this should be one, amongst many reasons, why 
there should be no additional tax, in the shape of the rating of mines, laid 
upon native metallic industry. I find, on comparing the returns for various 
years, that the imports of copper ore and regulus have increased 25 per cent, 
since 1853. In 1853 the imports amounted to 50,392 tons of eopper ore 
and regulus; in 1854 to 57,291 tons; and in 1855 the imports were 
66,599 tons. This great and increasing importation of foreign copper 
is alone sufficient to show the extreme impolicy of casting any additional 
burden upon our own copper mines. In the face of such facts, it is muck 
to be regretted that Cornish landowners, and representatives of land- 
owners, and Cornish Members of Parliament, should be found advocating 
the imposition of a tax which must, to some extent, injuriously affect 
Cornish industry ; and particularly so in the case of the poor, struggling 
mines, which can scarcely make their way, even when free from such a 
tax. It is curious to read, in the report in last Saturday’s Mining Journal, 
the admissions drawn forth from some of the advocates for the rating, 
when giving their evidence before the Select Committee. Thus, Mr, 
Richard Davey, of Redruth, says that “‘ many mines have sustained very 
serious losses; were a rate imposed, the losses would be increased to the 
extent of the rate.” Mr. Marriott says, ‘In poor mines the rate would 
fall very hard upon the adventurers, the loss, of course, increasing pro 
tanto, He did not think it advisable to throw additional burdens on 
mines working ata loss.’ And Mr, W. Thomas “thought there should 
be a little difference between mining and farming; in mining most dis- 
coveries were unexpected, and the property was valueless until the dis- 
covery was made.”’ These are very important admissions, made by those 
who come forward to advocate the rating of mines. ‘They show, in the 
words of Mr, Marriott, that “the rate would fall very hard upon the ad- 
venturers in poor mines,” Andif so, where is the benefit to the labouring 
miner—the mining cottager—which the advocates for the rating lay claim 
to? If the rating will “fall very hard” upon poor mines, and they be 
‘knocked’? in consequence, the working miner will be thrown out of 
employ, and where then is the benefit he will receive from the rating ? 

I still believe, after conversations with gentlemen who understand the 
subject, that the “club fund,’ might be placed on a much better fi oting 
in Cornish mines, and a great deal more relief be afforded therefrom, not 
only to sick and disabled miners, but to their familics alse. Some proof 
of this was given at West Seton account meeting last week, when the 
purser stated that in that mine, where they keep a separate account for 
the ‘‘club,”’ there is now between 300/. and 400/. in hand of the club 
money ; and that whereas the miners pay 12s. per year towards the club, 
the outlay from the club in that mine is only 5s, 3d. a year each, 

It is quite correct, as stated by Mr. Stokes in his evidence before the 
Select Committee, that the club money has been held in the Vice- Warden's 
Court as not belonging to the men, and that there is much difficulty in con- 
sidering it theirs when a mine ceases, because it is contributed by various 
sets of men at different periods of the workings. It is also pretty well 
understood, that when a tributer bids for a pitch on setting-days, he takes 
into account the doctor and club money he will have to pay, as well as 
his outlay for candles, powder, &c. So thatit may be said the ‘* doctor and 
club” money in reality comes out of the adventurers’ pockets, although 
deducted from the miners’ monthly pay. Should a rating be imposed, the 
doctor and club system will in all probability cease. Injured miners will 
be attended by the parish surgeons; and during the time of sickness, they 
and their families will have to depend upon support from the Union. And 
there is nothing which the working miners would more abominate than 
having to seek relief fromthe Union. Admitting, however, that the doctor 
and club money is in reality paid by the adventurers, what is there to pre- 
vent those funds from being placed on a better footing, when more ex- 
tended relief might be given therefrom, and the poor-ratcin mining parishes 
be considerably reduced? Let the lords agree, that when they grant setts 
it shall be with a stipulation that the club moneys in the different mines 
be all forwarded monthly to a common centre, or establishment, at Red- 
ruth, Truro, or some other town; and then, by means of a small staff of 
officers, the money required at each mine might be forwarded as necessity 
arose. If then, as found at West Seton, whilst 12s. a year is paid by 
each miner, only about 5s. is expended, there would soon be a large sur- 
plus in the central institution, which might be appropriated to the main- 
tenance of the widows and orphans of deceased miners.

It is often 
remarked that the copper trade is almost the only one in which the buyer 
has the absolute power of fixing the price of the commodity he buys, and 
of compelling the seller to come to his terms. For the seller must have 
money to pay monthly the wages of those he employs as labourers; he 
cannot do without the cash, and he must come down to the smelters’ terms. 
If the Electro-Chemical Reduction Company, or some other, would pro- 
duce a really good process, and be the means of rendering the mines inde- 
pendent of the great smelting firms, it would open up for the miners of 
Cornwall and Devon a new and far more prosperous era than they have 
ever hitherto enjoyed. 





THE IRON AND COAL TRADES OF STAFFORDSHIRE, 
([FEOM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WOLVERHAMPTON, ] 

June 27.—The preliminary meeting of ironmasters was held yesterday, 
at the Stewpony Inn, in Worcestershire. The mecting was unaminously 
in favour of maintaining prices at present rates, a determination which 
was expected on all hands, The home demand is said to be improving, 
and probably the decision of the trade will bring out orders which have 
been kept back in hopes that a reduction would be acceded to. The 
demand from America continues slack, but a good fall trade may be anti- 
cipated. ‘The general statement respecting the trade, is that inferior iron 
is being produced to a large extent, and is very little in demand. ‘The 
production of such qualities is a great evil to the trade, bringing the make 
of the district into disrepute. It may be mentioned as an illustration of 
the value set upon good as compared~with inferior qualities of iron, that 
rails are now being made in this district at higher rates than the trade 
prices for bars. The companies are learning that it is better to give a 
good price for rails, made of good iron, than to purchase at a cheap rate 
what very soon requires to be replaced. Houses well known for the 
excellence of their iron are fairly supplied with orders. 

Looking at the indications of prosperity presented by the Board of Trade 
Return for May, the greater ease of the money market, the Bank of 
England having yesterday reduced the rate of interest to 44 per cent., the 
prospect of a good harvest, and of diminished taxation, there is every 
reason to anticipate that a great impetus will be given to the iron trade. 

Coal is likely to be considerably cheaper. New mines are being opened, 
and a large increase in the supply must lead to cheaper rates. This will 
be a great boon to the iron trade. 

The general hardware trades of Wolverhampton are brisker than they 
were a few months ago; and although some branches of the trade in the 
district are depressed, there is a general improvement, which every indica- 
tion gives promise will be lasting and progressive. 

Another of those accidents which happen with such sad frequency in 
this district occurred at Dudley, on Friday evening, at a coal-pit connected 
with the Old Park Colliery, which belongs to Lord Ward, At the time 
to leave off work, the *‘ tackle skip,’ which is used to raise men from the 
pit, was lowered, and eight persons, the number allowed to ascend at one 
time, got upon it and were drawn steadily up. The banksman, David 
Turner, stood ready to place the runner on the top of the pit as soon as 
the skip reached the top, and it was within four yards, when suddenly the 
chain snapped, and the eight men fell to the bottom, a distance of forty- 
six yards. Only four other men were in the pit, and these, on going to the 
bottom of the shaft, witnessed a horrible sight. Seven of the men were 
huddled together, and one, the eighth, lay near the skip with his legs 
entangled in the chain. Four were quite dead, two were observed to 
breathe, but expired immediately, and the other two were able to speak 
and were carried home, but died—one directly after reaching home and 
the other on Saturday morning. All the sufferers were young, the oldest 
being twenty-two, and unmarried, An inquest was held on the remains 
of the sufferers on Tuesday, at the White Swan Inn, Dudley, before Mr. 
W. Robinson, coroner. There were present Mr. R. Smith (the agent to 
Lord Ward), Messrs. F. Smith, 8. H. Blackwell, and Lionel Brough, the 
Government Inspector of Mines in the district, The only point on which 
any question turned was in respect to the chain which broke. Twokinds 
of chains are used in pits—an ordinary round and single link chain, and 
a flat chain which consists of three links. The great advantage of the 
latter is, that instead of the safety of men ascending or descending a pit 
depending «pon a series of single links, there are three, any one of which 
is capable of holding the weight attached: the flat chain also lies more 
steadily on the drum, and is less liable to slip. In the present instance 
that part of the chain which was upon the drum was flat, and the part 
which descended into the pit was round. It was in this round part that 
alink gave way. It appeared from the evidence adduced that Charles 
Hill was specially employed to go round the pits belonging to Lord Ward, 
every week to examine chaios, adjust machinery, &c., and he entered his 
remarks in a book, a duplicate being given to the men in whose care the 
particular machinery, chains, &c., might be. He stated that he had exa- 
mined this chain every week, and had looked at it the day before the 
accident. He found nothing the matter with it, but on being shown 
some links of the chain by Mr. Brough, Government Inspector, he acknow- 
ledged that they were much worn, and that had he examined the chain link 
by link he should have complained of those, Other witnesses spoke to the 
chain having been worked for two years and never having given way. 
They had also examined the chain, but had never before noticed the worn 
links pointed out tothem by Mr. Brough. All agreed that a flat, or three- 
linked chain, was safer than a round one. It may be added that the chain 
did not break at the place where any link was worn, but across the place 
were the link had been welded, which was the thickest part of the chain. 
Mr. Smith, agent to Lord Ward, said the round chain was thought quite 
safe, but they generally used flat chains, especially for deep pits. He 
expressed the deepest pain at the accident, and said he had given orders 
for the present chain to be replaced by a flat one, and he should take care 
to introduce fiat chains wherever he had authority. Great pains were 
taken to have the chains of the best iron, and made in the best manner ; 
and in order more effectually to secure this, Lord Ward now had the 
chains made on his own premises. The present chain had since the 
accident stood a test of eleven tons and a half. Mr. Brough, Government 
Inspector, stated that the chain was very well made, and the iron of ex- 
cellent quality; but.the iron in all chains underwent a change from 
percussion upon the iron pulleys, by which it was rendered granular or 
erystalline, like cast-iron, instead of retaining the fibrous character of 
wrough-iron, It easily snapped when this change took place. The lower 
part of the chain was very much worn, and it did not appear to have been 
ever properly examined. He was strongly opposed to round chains, and 
should do his utmost to secure the universal use of flat oncs. They were 
now employed in 75 per cent. of the mines of that district. He thought 
it desirable that the examination of chains, which was required by the 
special colliery rules, should take place periodically, and it should be an 
examination link by link, the chain being lowered upon the runner or 
platform over the pit for the purpose. The jury, after a consultation of 
about two hours, returned a verdict of ‘“‘ Accidental death,” expressing 
their disapproval of the conduct of the pit manager in not having more 
carefully examined the chains, and also their recommendation for the 
using of flat instead of round chains in all mines; and Mr. Smith said he 
should now uniformly discountenance round chains. 

The last examination meeting of Messrs. Blackwell and Bennett, Iron- 
masters, of Smethwick, has been held at the Birmingham Bankruptcy 
Court during the present week. The facts of the case exhibit a painful 
illustration of the manner in which a forlorn hope leads people on into 
constantly increasing difficulties. The balance-sheet, commencing in July, 
1849, showed the bankrupts now owed to sundry creditors 27,87 4/. 14s. 7d.; 
in addition to which there were liabilities to the amount of 4036/. 18s. 8d., 
and amounts to be paid in full, 1557. The items on the credit side were 
put down as consisting of debts, supposed good, 622/. 12s. 6d.; cash paid 
over to the official assignee, 30/.; bills in hand, 65/.; which, after de- 
ducting the amount to be paid in full, leaves a deficiency of 27,3110, 16s. 7d. 
The asacts, therefore, amounted in all to a little more than 700/., to meet 
liabilities amounting to 32,0007. This is only too faithful an illustration 
of a state of things from time to time coming to light in this ncighbour- 
hood, Unhappily South Staffordshire is not solitary in such cases, and 
thoughtful men feel alarmed for the maintenance of mercantile morality, 
which a spirit of reckless speculation threatens to undermine. The evil 
is felt in all business transactions, and honest men lament that they have 
a hard task to maintain a good conscience, and to compete with those who 
are less scrupulous. It is well worthy the attention of the mercantile 


world to consiler how this evil may be checked, Perhaps one means | prosperity. The proprietors of a furnished hotel told his story, just how 





would be a less amount of secrecy in business transactions. In former 
ages, when the trading community had to protect itself by craft and cun- 
ning against kingly and aristocratic rapacity, backed by a power that they 
could not hope to resist, concealment was natural and necessary ; but now, 
when no such cause of fear exists, and more intelligent views of the nature 
of trade are held, a good deal of the mystery and concealment, under cover

IRON AND COAL TRADES or YORKSHIRE AND DERBYSHIRE. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD.) 

June 26,—Although the preliminary meetings of the ironmasters for the 
quarter commenced to day, at Stewponey, and it is within the range of 
possibility that the prices of iron might be altered, it is satisfactory for us 
to be enabled to state that the position and future prospects of the trade 
are becoming very promising, so much so, indeed, that the general opinion 
of the leading ironmasters is, that it would be highly injudicious to 
make any reduction in prices for the ensuing quarter ; this opinion will 
be supported by the makers of malleable iron in Yorkshire and Derbyshire, 
at the quarterly meetings. Although underselling will prevail, to a less 
or greater extent, during periods of depression, or even of comparative 
dullness, we have heard of fewer cases of this kind during the last month 
than for many years past. The favourable position which affairs have 
taken with regard to the American dispute, and the increasing ease of the 
money market, have increased confidence in trade, and orders from Ame- 
rica and other states are confidently anticipated. The demand for Derby- 
shire ironstone and pig-iron is rapidly increasing, and prices maintain a 
very regular and satisfactory firmness, 

The Coal Trade hasimproved very much during the past fortnight, and 
we hear of an intention to raise prices, It is calculated that if the im- 
provement which has now commenced continues for any length of time, 
that by September and October next the trade will again have resumed 
that state of extraordinary activity which characterised it two years ago. 
There must be, during the prevalence of the present warm weather, a 
great decrease in the consumption for household purposes, and now that an 
increase in demand has set in, during what is generally considered an in- 
active season, the favourable change is regarded as highly important and 
satisfactory. The increase has arisen, not only from an improvement 
which is taking place in general manufactures, but the great coal con. 
sumers in several districts in Staffordshire and Leicestershire are coming 
into the Derbyshire markets, as possessing the cheapest and best adapted 
coal for their use, 

We have the satisfaction to notice that the extensive Coke Trade which 
has been established with the southern districts is being rapidiy increased, 
trom the fact that the coke manufactories in the neighbourhood of Dron- 
field, Derbyshire, can compete successfully with Derbyshire and the North, 
although the Dronfield manufacturers are subject to the cost of cartage 
from Dronfield to Chesterfield; but as the excellence of the coal in that 
district for coking purposes cannot be excelled, a first-rate article is pro- 
duced. This rising branch of the mineral trade of Derbyshire ought to 
be still further developed, inasmuch as until recently the demand for coke 
from the North exceeded the supply ; and we remember the time when 
very considerable anxiety prevailed on the board of one of our principal 
railways that the deficiency was such, and the stocks were worked so low, 
that it was feared the traffic on a great portion of it would be seriously 
inconvenienced thereby. 

The Government Inspectors of Mines continue to exert themselves with 
undiminished activity to see that the new Act is fully carried into opera- 
tion in their respective districts. Mr, Morton is doing much for this ob- 
ject in Yorkshire~ so is Mr. Iedley in Derbyshire ; he is not only furnish- 
ing them with the necessary instructions how to proceed, but has called 
a meeting of the coalowners, to give them personally all the information 
which he possibly can, with the view to assist them in carrying out the 
strict letter of the law. 

The inquest in the case of the boiler explosion at Whittington, which 
was noticed in the Journal at the time, was brought to a conclusion on 
Monday, before Mr. Busby, the coroner, and in the presence of Mr. Hed- 
ley, the Inspector, who carefully examined the witnesses, with a view to 
arrive at the exact cause of the explosion. ‘The evidence went to show 
that the engine-tenter, reported to be a steady and careful man, was con- 
siderably to blame for not having examined the interior of the boiler 
when he cleaned it. The water used in it was pumped from the old work- 
ings, and being impregnated with sulphuric acid, had eaten the boiler 
plates in some places to the thinness of 1-16th part of an inch, as 
well as destroying the rivet heads by corrosion. Mr. Hedley cautioned 
the engine-tenter, and, indeed, he wished it to be generally known, that 
enginemen should be more careful of the kind of water they used for en- 
gines. The jury returned a verdict of accidental death in the case of the 
young man who had been killed by the explosion. 

Whilst such great care has been taken for the safety of life in coal mines, 
itis remarkable that ironstone mines should have been utterly disregarded 
in the late Act, where, as far as Derbyshire is concerned, the accidents in 
ironstone mines have been greater than those in collierics. A case came 
under our notice on Monday. An ironstone getter was blasting a portion 
of the roof of the mine with powder, whilst two barrels of the same mate- 
rial were within twenty yards of the shot. The shot was fired, the bar- 
rels were burst, the man who fired it was killed, and the three other per- 
sons in the pit severely injured, two burnt, and one almost suffocated, 
The foreman of the pit saw the powder some time before the accident 
in the same dangerous position, and did not cause its removal. Thema- 
nager of the pits boldly told the coroner, at the inquest, that it was not 
his duty to visit the pit periodically, and see that it was safe. 

The jury hesitated whether or not to return a verdict of manslaughter, 
but as the deceased had been guilty of the primary cause of his death, they 
refrained, but expressed a regret that the Legislature had not provided 
some middle course between manslaughterand a jury’s censure, which was 
the only expression of indignation they could return against thf over- 
looker and manager. 

Mr. Barrow, of Staveley, the extensive coal and ironmaster, has made 
arrangements with the Midland Company to run a working man’s train 
on their line every morning and evening at 2d. the double journey, from 
Chesterfield to his works at Staveley, a distance of about four miles. Em- 
ployment has increased so rapidly in Staveley that dwellings cannot be 
found to accommodate the workmen, a large body of whom were com- 
pelled to walk to and from the works every day upwards of eight miles,

THE IRON TRADE—ITS STATE AND PROSPECTS. 
There was a large attendance of ironmasters at Wolverhampton on 
Wednesday, and the general feeling of all was, that it would be unwise 
to make any alteration in price the next day, when the preliminary meet- 
ing of the trade was to be held at the Stewponey Inn, near Stourbridge. 
On Thursday the meeting took place, when it was agreed not to make 
any reduction in prices for the forthcoming quarter. ‘The demand, so far 
as the second-class makers are concerned, is very indifferent, though some 
of the marked iron houses have orders on hand for several weeks to come, 
In boiler plates there is a great falling off; bars for America there are 
most orders for. There is no increase in the stock of mine pigs, and some 
large sales have been effected. The price may be quoted at from 4/, to 
4/. 10s. per ton, and the sellers have not much difficulty in disposing of 
their make. ' 

The only make of pigs which has been coming into South Staffordshire 
during the quarter in any quantity is the Forest of Dean and Shropshire— 
Derbyshire and North Staffordshire have found customers northwards, 18 
also have the makers of the Wear andthe Tyne, Some very excellent pig 
iron is made at these latter places, and it is to be hoped that its character 
will be kept up, though it is never safe to depend for any length of time 
upon the uniformity of the quality where tap cinder is to be had for next 
to nothing. Considerable quantities of calcined mine is coming here iow 
North Staffordshire, and very acceptable it is; in fact, 1 do not know 
what we should do with our very great make of pigs, if we could not get 
a supply out of our own district. 

The Froghall ore is being raised to a large extent, and though many 
contradictory opinions were given as to its value when it was - 
introduced, it appears to be used with great advantage in making toug 
iron, and I have seen some excellent pigs made where a large per centage 
of the mine used was from Froghall.
